House Republicans for Fourth Time | 


Fail to Get Together. 


Reciprocity’s Friends Win Test Vote— 
Mr. Sibley Offers Compromise Plan 
Which: Administration Favors. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The fourth 
conference of the House Republicans on the 
réciprocity question was fruitless, like 
those that preceded it, the conference ad- 
§curning at midnight until next Tuesday. 
The victory was with the advocates of re- 
ciprocity, as the motion to adjourn was 
carried, 72 to 54, after a motion to amend 
the motion to make it a sine die adjourn- 
ment, offered by Mr. Littlefield of Maine, 
one of the leaders of the opposition, had 
been voted down, 61 to 79. 

The motion to: adjourn was made 
Speaker Henderson, and the opponents of 
reciprocity claimed after the adjournment 
that some of their friends did not care 
offend the Speaker by declining to heed his 
appeal for a further conference. 
the evening the opponents of reciprocity 
had insisted on a vote to-night upon the 
main proposition. 

The session was a stormy one. Mr. Sibley 
of Pennsylvania offered a compromise 
proposition for a reciprocity arrangement 
to last until Dec. 1, 1903, which he claimed 
had the approval and indorsement of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. He also said he had 
surances that if the House granted a 
per cent. concession, the Senate would not 
increase it. 

About 130 members were present to-night. 
Speaker Henderson and the leaders on 
both sides of the controversy were in at- 
tendance. Representative Cannon of IIli- 
mois presided, and an arrangement was 
made for a division of the time between the 
advocates and opponents of reciprocity. 

Representative Long of Kansas, a mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee, 
Made an exhaustive argument in favor of 
the 20 per cent. concession advocated by 
that committee. ‘ The defeat of this bill,” 
Said he, ‘“‘ means that the Republican Party 
has refused to follow the leadership of 
Biaine, of McKinley. and of Roosevelt, and 
it would mean that reciprocity was no 
Jonger a part of the Republican faith.” 

He insisted that the hearings before the 
Committee on Ways and Means showed 
that concessions made on Cuban sugar 
would not affect the price of sugar in this 
country, and that the beet 
would not be injured. He also espoused 
reciprocity with Cuba, because he believed 
We would get an adequate return. 

He instanced the result of the reciprocity 
with Cuba under the McKinley law, from 
Sept. 1, 1891, to Aug. 27, 1894. Under that 
law sugar, molasses, coffee, and hides wer? 
admitted free. and in return Spain made 
concessions on our products entering Cuba. 
Our exports to Cuba increased from $12,- 
224:888 in 1891, to $24,157,698 in 1893. In 
1896, after the agreement was abrogated, 
they fell to $7.530,8s80, 

When Mr. Long finished speaking Mr.

“ Resolved, First, that we 
adherance to the Republican National plat- 
form of 1896, insuring adequate protection 
to the cane and beet sugar industries in 
the United States, and to the policy of reci- 
procity as declared in our platform of 1900. 

“Becond, that we have maintained, and 
will continue to faithfully discharge, the 
obligations to Cuba assumed by virtue of 
the treaty of Paris and the Platt amend- 
ments, and that we favor such commercial 
agreements with her as her Government 
when established may be willing to make, 
and which will be,in harmony with our Na- 
tional policy of protection and reciprocity, 
andy 

“Third, that no further action be taken 
respecting the proposition to reduce the 
tariff on Cuban products coming into this 
country.” 

The manifesto says. in part: 

“The proposition to reduce the 
tariff constitutes, in essence, an abandon- 
ment of the protective princinle. even 
though it removes only one-fifth of the duty 
imposed by the Dingley law. And this 
abandonment is most unhappy because ap-

WASHINGTON, March 11. — Senator 
Clark's recent statement in THe NEw YoRK 
TIMES that the Democrats were not unani- 
mous for Cuban reciprocity and that he 
doubted whether a majority of them fa- 
vored it received a certain measure of vin- 
dication to-day, when Representative John 
Thayer rose to a question of privilege in 
the House.

SOME CHURCH WAYS 


Quotes Street Profanity Against 
Churches: and Explains It. 


His Arraignment of the Christian Atti- 
tude Toward the Open Saloon Be- 
fore the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Club. 


There was a large outpouring of mem- 
bers of the Nineteenth Century Club at the 
regular meeting, held last evening at Sher- 
ry’s. The feature of the evening was a 
discussion on “Should the Saloons be 
Opened on Sunday?" ‘The first speaker 
the Rev. Dr. W. S. Rainsford, 
was introduced by Dr. E. R. L. Gould, the 
President of the club. 
ford maintained that the saloon was in 
fact as well as in name, the “‘ poor men’s 
The New York saloon, said he, 
was a most democratic institution, a place 
resorted to by many self-respecting, law- 
abiding men. The latter, said Dr. Rains- 
ford, Were frequently compelled to break 
the law-by reason of the present excise 
statutes, when if the saloons were legally 
open during certain hours on the Sabbath 
there would be no such law breaking. 

“There are multitudes in this land to- 
day,’ said Dr. Rainsford, ‘“‘ who dislike the 
Christian churches and do not dislike the 
Christian religion. Why? I was walking 
along Fifty-seventh Street some time ago 
behind two men, apparently two respectable 
workingmen. They walked by a beautiful 
church, and one of them scowled at it, and, 
as he turned to the other, I heard him say: 

*** God damn the church.’ "’ 

“Now | am not excusing that sort 
thing,”’ continued Dr. Rainsford, ‘“ but I 
do say that we have large numbers of the 
‘God damn’ man, the man who damns the 
Church. What is the consequence of it? 

“The facts are that the Christian churches 
are all reckoned having made point 
after point against a liberal observance of 
the Lord’s day. Who publicly opposed the 
the museums on~Sunday? The 

Who opposed the running of 
Sunday trains and street cars, the only 
chance that New York has got to get fresh 
air on one day of the week? The churches. 
Who to-day opposes the games ot boys and 
girls on the Sabbath? The churches, 

** You will see the New York boy on Sun- 
day concealing a baseball bat under his 
coat and another boy concealing the ball 
in his pocket, and with their friends, all 
looking like so many criminals, they sneak 
into some vacant lot to play a game of ball. 
Why? They believe they are defying a law 
which exists because of the churches, and 
this mental attitude begins with their early 
childhood and lasts as théy grow up. 

“Mr. John. De Witt Warner said the 
other day: *‘ We will have God's Sabbath, 
and we wili not allow anybody to dictate 
to us what sort of a Sabbath we will have.’ 
Admirable thing. but who is the ‘we’? I 
it Mr. Warner or the man over in Thir 
Avenue? 

* Now the business of Christianity Is to 
raise the standard of moral obligation step 
by step, bit by bit,-as the great Master 
said, by leavening. But when Christianity 
puts legal enactment in the place of sua- 
sion, when it has to resort to penal statutes 
instead of persuasion, it is putting the 
sword in place of the cross, and is going 
back, not forward. 

**Our business as churchmen is to make 
people fit for the higher law. Trying to do 
Christ's work with the sword and not with 
the cross has led to unfair, discriminating 
laws. These laws cannot be carried out in 
the end. 

“Take gambling.

The papers every day 
reports of the odds at 
Morris Park or on the Suburban, and some 
of our best citizens see nothing bad in 
betting on these races, and there are many 
nice people who go to such places. The 
fact is that the gambling law cannot be 
earried out, and one of the greatest dan- 
gers we have to face in the United States 
to-day is the way we have of passing laws 
and letting them enforce themselves."’ 

‘ts Now I do not approve of the saloons,” 
continued Dr, Rainsford. ‘‘ What I do be- 
lieve is this, that until we have got some- 
thing else to put in their place the saloons 
cannot be closed The Raines law, as 
everybody knows, has put us in a worse 
condition than we were in before. There 
is 10 danger of our becoming a Nation of 
drunkards. Our National drink bill to-day 
is just one-half the English drink bill, and 
one-fourth of the French drink bill. 

“Twelve years ago I stood alone on this 
question and protested that the saloons 
should be opened on Sunday. I saw the 
littles ones sent around the corner to draw 
the family beer from the saloon, and I 
could not bear to see little children taught 
to break the law. Now the men whom 
above all others I respect have come around 
to my position. 

‘My Bishop, who opposed me, has come 
around to take that view of it. So has 
Bishop Doane. The Committee of Fifteen 
came out in its report the other day and 
said: ‘We see no other immediate way 
to help us* but to allow the saloons to 
be open a certain number of hours on Sun- 
day.’”’ 

*T am in favor of submitting this thing 
to local option,.”’ said Dr. Rainsford. ‘‘ As 
long as there are 200,000 people in this city 
who want a drink on Sunday, I believe it is 


! unfair to close the saloons on that day to 
the poor man. 

“T say that if it is right to close the sa- 
loons on Sunday every club in New York 


should go dry. Thre are multitudes of 
poor, half-homelesg or homeless men in 
this city. They have no club to attend. I 
cannot bring them into my club and tell 
them to be at home. There is no place 
but the saloon. Those people who say all 
seloons are all bad do not speak the truth.” 

Dr. Rainsford left immediately at the con- 
clusion of his address, and the Rev. Louis 
A. Banks of Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church was introduced as the next speaker. 
He said, in part: 

‘If the poor workingman is a single man, 
I want to ask’ Dr. Rainsford if the liquor 
saloon is a desirable club for that young 
fellow to lounge in on Sunday. Everybody 
knows the liquor saloon permits a license 
and vulgarity in conversation not allowed 
anywhere else. 

“The Sunday saloon is the deadly enemy 
of home life. you say I am a partial 
witness, let me put in the witness box 
Theodore Roosevelt, the President of the 
Speaking of his enforce- 
ment of the law as Police Commissioner, 
with reference to this very subject we are 


! debating Mr. Roosevelt says: 


“*As a matter of fact, we have helped 
the poor man, and notably we have helped 
the poor man’s wife and children. Many a 
man who before was accustomed to spend 
his week's wages getting drunk in a sa- 
loon, now either puts them up or takes his 
wife and children for a day's outing. The 
hospitals found that their Monday labors 
were lessened by nearly half, owing to the 
startling diminution in cases of injury due 
to drunken brawls.’ "’

BANK TELLER A DEFAULTER. 


Granville W. Leighton of a Portland 
(Me.) Bank Confesses a 
$43,000 Shortage. 
PORTLAND, Me., March 
W. Leighton, teller of the National Traders’ 
Bank of this city, is under arrest, a self- 
confessed defaulter to the extent of $43,- 
To-night the bank officials would 
make no statement further than _ that 


Leighton had made over to the ihstitution 
all his real estate and other propefty, and 
that this, together with his bond, will make 
good the loss sustained by the bank. 

The detection of the defalcation was 
brought about by the discovery of an ap- 
parent error in Leighton's books this after- 
noon. When pressed for an explanation, 
the Teller broke down and made a com- 
plete confession, stating that his pecula- 
tions extended back over a period of sev- 
eral months, and would reach a total of 
$43,000, 

He was immediately arrested by United 
States Marshal Saunders and will be ar- 
raigned before a United States Commis- 
sioner to-morrow. While neither the bank 
officials nor Leighton will make any state- 
ment, it is said that Leighton’s trouble is 
due to unsuccessful business ventures.

FREIGHT TRAFFIC BLOCKED 


Conference with Arbitration Committee 
Having Failed, National Civic Fed- 
eration is Appealed To. 


BOSTON, March 11.—The second day of 
the great strike of organized labor against 
the demands by railroad and steamship 
companies that merchandise delivered at 
freight depots by the R. 8. Brine Transpor- 
tation Company be not discriminated 
against witnesed large additions to the 
ranks of the strikers. Nearly 6,000 union 
men were ordered out to-day, bringing the 
grand total of idle men up to about 16,000, 
with the prospect that to-morrow this num- 
ber will be increased by several thousand. 

One of the most important developments 
of the day was the ordering out of the 
longshoremen at the docks of the Philadel- 
phia and Metropolitan Steamship Compa- 
nies, in consequence of which steamers of 
those lines were compelled to depart with 
only light cargoes, while their wharyes 
are loaded with freight which the men re- 
fused to handle. Other docks along Atlan- 
tic Avenue are in similar condition, and 
business there practically is tied up. 

The members of the General Teamsters’ 
Union, comprising 1,400 brick, sand, lime, 
and cement teamsters, also went out this 
afternoon. This virtually ties up the build- 
ing trades by depriving them of material 
with which to work. A strong effort has 
been made to induce the Boston Central 
Labor Union, which is composed of ninety 
affiliated trades of all descriptions, official- 
ly to indorse the strike by ordering out 
all its members, and that body has the 
matter under consideration. The effect of 
such action would be to paralyze business 
of all kinds. The Central Labor Union 
thus far has taken no part in the fight. 

The Freight Handlers’ and Freight 
Clerks’ Unions of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, which are affiliated with the 
Knights of Labor as well as with the Al- 
lied Freight Transportation Council, ¥ 
ordered out by the latter body this after- 
noon and stopped work for a time, but 
finally returned and finished out the day, 
They questioned the right of the Allied 
Council to order them to strike. 

The State’ Board of Arbitration to-day 
had before it President Cox, and the Strike 
Committee of the Allied Freight Transpor- 
tation Council, but no way of settlement 
could be agreed upon. This committee also 
waited upon Mayor Collins. The serious 
condition of affairs was discussed and 
Mayor Collins promised to use his best ef- 
forts to effect an understanding between 
the parties at issue. Deeming the situa- 
tion sufficiently grave to warrant his tak- 
ing suck action, Mr. Collins sent a telegram 
to M. A. Hanna, at Washington, asking 
that the National Civic Federation, of 
whose Executive Committee Mr. Hanna is 
Chairman, should interest itself in the mat- 
ter and endeavor to effect a settlement by 
arbitration. 

The general opinion among business men 
who were interviewed to-day is that this 
is a most opportune time for the Civie Fed- 
eration to demonstrate its efficiency in 
harmonizing differences between opposing 
parties in a Mmbor controversy, although 
there are others who believe that the 
strike has not yet assumed proportions suf- 
ficiently National in their effects to call 
for interference by a National body... There 
is a strong feeling that the strike wMl not 
be permitted to last many days and that 
powerful influence of business men and city 
and State officials will be exerted to bring 
about some settlement. 

There is great curiosity to know what 
action the Master Teamsters’ Association 
will take, inasmuch as it feels that it 
grievances as well as the R,. S. Brine Com- 
pany, which is not a member of the or- 
ganization. The association recently 
tled all differences with its teamsters, 
since that time has been aiding the latter 
in their fight against the Brine Company. 
Now that the association men again have 
left them, simply because of their sympa- 
thy with the freight handlers, the Master 
Teamsters feel that they have grounds for 
abrogating their new contract with their 
men. It is expected that they will engage 
non-union men to drive their teams, as 
something must be done at once to relieve 
the congestion of business that already has 
resulted from the two days’ ite-up. The 
Master Teamsters met to-night, but no ac- 
tion was decided. 

Much annoyance and inconvenience 
caused to-day by_the strike of the Arm- 
strong Transfer Company’s drivers. Pas- 
sengers who had paid on trains for having 
their baggage transferred had their money 
refunded, and were compelled to get their 
luggage across the city as best they could. 
Nearly all the drivers of the New York and 
Boston Dispatch, Adams, and American Ex- 
press Companies also struck. 

In the various frejght houses freight grad- 
ually accumulated during the day, the few 
private teams in service proving entirely in- 
sufficient to relieve the congestion. The 
Brine Transportation Company has had 
all its teams in operation, and has adver- 
tised for more. Wherever their teams 
have gone to-day they have been wholly un- 
disturbed. In fact, the streets have been 
unusually quiet, considering the large num- 
ber of men who have been idle. 

The Brine Company announces its inten- 
tion to devote all its energies to the moving 
of the city’s food supply first, leaving all 
imperishable merchandise to be looked after 
later. A representative of the business in- 
terests of the city called upon Treasurer 
Loring of the Brine Company this after- 
noon to talk over the situation with him, 
but Mr. Loring declined to discuss the mat- 
ter, claiming. as in the past, that the com- 
pany’s position has already been cledrly 
stated. 

President Tuttle of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad issued the following general no- 
tice to-night: ‘‘ A number of persons hither- 
to in the employ of this company in and 
about the freight houses and yards having 
of their own motion, and not by reason of 
any unadjusted questions as to discipline, 
hours of labor. wages, or otherwise, with- 
drawn from its service, notice is hereby 
given that all such persons who do not 
report for work at their usual posts of duty 
at 7 A. M. Thursday, March 13, will be un- 
derstood to have voluntarily given up their 
places in the company’s employ, and all 
such are requested to call Friday, March 
14, at the paymaster’s car and _ receive 
whatever wages are due them.’ President 
Tuttle absolutely refused to discuss the sit- 
uation, saving that the circular was per- 
fectly plain. 

James Duncan, local member of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, lays the blame for

the present strike on the officials of the ! 


New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company. Mr. Duncan is the second 
highest official in labor circles in this 
country, being First Vice President of the 
American Federation of Labor. He is also 
Secretary and Treasurer of the National 
Granite Cutters’ Union. Mr. Duncan said 
that he did not imagine the railroad offi- 
ciale wished or intended their action to 
cause a strike, but the effort to make the 
men handle Brine freight constituted a 
grievance, and he did not see how the 
freight handlers could have taken any dif- 
ferent action. 

Gov. Crane, after consulting with Presi- 
dent Tuttle of the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road, Clinton White of the Railroad Com- 
missioners, and Judge Reed of the State 
Board of Arbitration, called for a second 
ecnference with the strikers’ committee at 
6 P. M.. when he asked uvon what basis 
the strikers would be willing to return to 
work. The reply was in substance the re- 
instatement of all the men now on strike at 
the same wages and that the freight han- 
dlers shall not be obliged to go on any 
team. 

Gov. Crane asked the strike leaders to 
suspend further operations as regards the 
strike until they had heard from him. 
While they felt in a mood to do so, they 
found that the order for a general strike 
had gone into effect. The Governor then 
made an appointment for another .confer- 
ence in the morning. 

Labor unions having a membership of 
over 6.000 men voted to-night to strike, 
and this number will to-morrow morning 
ioin the already vast army of unemployed. 
The organizations include the Coal Team- 
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sters’ Union, Lumber Teamsters’, Wool 
Handlers’, Express Men’s, Longshoremen’s, 
and Freight Handlers’ Unions, the freight 
clerks employed by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, and switchmen employed in the 
yards of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad. 

This will increase the number of strikers 
to between 20,000 and 25,000 men, and 
practically tie up all the freight business 
of all the railroads and steamship compa- 
nies in the city. All the meetings to-night 
were largely attended, and scarcely a trace 
of opposition to a strike was manifested 
at any of them. 

The Central Labor Union Executive Com- 
mittee met, but it had no power to order a 
strike of its affiliated bodies, and its chief 
action was to call a special meeting of the 
union for Thursday night. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., March’ 11.—The 
strike in Boston was felt here to-day, stag- 
nating the shoe business.

SEEK DISSOLUTION OF ~ 
AMERICAN ALKALI CO. 


Four Stockholders of the Corporation 
Charge Fraud. 
Special to The New York 
TRENTON, N. J., March 11. 
fraud, four stockholders of the 
Alkali Company to-day filed a 
United States Circult Court here 
that the company be dissolved, and its 
fairs wound up. 1 
The company was organized in New Jer- 
1899, with a capital stock of 
divided into 480,000 shares f 
and 120,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock at a par value of $50 each. 
The charge is made by Winfield S. Camp- 
bell, Washington Righter, David S. Thomp- 
and W. Paul Subers of Philadelphia. 
Campbell owned 5,100 shares, Righter 100 
shares, Subers 20 shares, and Thompson 
8,700 shares of preferred stock. The latter 
also held 700 shares of common stock. 
The company was formed for the purpose 
of manufacturing caustic soda and bleach- 
ing powder by what known as the 
“electrolyphic process,” W. W. Gibbs 
promoted the company, and the bill states 
that Gibbs pretended to act for the benefit 
of the company, but prior to its organiza- 
tion negotiated an agreement with the 
Commercial Development Corporation, Lim- 
ited, of England, whereby the latter agreed 


to transfer and assign to the defendant, 
when organized, the patent rights of the 
soda and bleaching powder, for which the 
London company should nominally re- 
ceive 480,000 shares of common stock and 
$1,000,000 in cash. 

The bill asserts that it was _secretly 
agreed between Gibbs and the London 
Corporati that the latter should retain 
only 240,th shares of the stock of the 
defendant company, of which Gibbs should 
receive 120,000 shares and $500,000 of the 
$1,000,000 involved as his compensation for 
organizing the American Company and 
selling the patents. 

It is charged that the American Com- 
pany purchased the patents and issued to 
the London Company, in part payment, all 
of its common stock, 480,000 shares; that 
of this common stock 120,000 shares were 
transferred by the London Company to 
Gibbs, in accordance with the secret agree- 
ment with him and that he was paid 
$500,000. 

The bill charges that the cash was equal- 
ly divided between the London Company 
and Gibbs, according to their secret agree- 
ment, and that the fraudulent scheme was 
concocted by Gibbs, and that he misap- 
propriated to himself and his appointees ex- 
cessive salaries. 

Soon after the incorporation of the com- 
pany it organized the Canadian Electro- 
Chemical Company, Limited, through which 
it established at Sault Ste. Marie, Canada, a 
plant, expending therefor $246,142.59, which 
plant was put in operation in January, 1901, 
and continued until Sept. 25, 1901, at a 
great loss to the defendant. 

A test w as made of the bleaching process 
and it was demonstrated that it was an 
absolute failure. The works are not now in 


operation. 

It is claimed that on the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange that the preferred stock 
cannot be sold at°any price, and the trans- 
actions in the common stock are Iinsignifi- 
cant, and that the company is unlikely ever 
to pay dividends. 

The bill prays that the company may be 
enjoined from prosecuting assessment 
suits and from further prosecuting the 
business, except to preserve its assets and 
wind up the business. 

The patent rights under which the Amer- 
ican Alkali Company first operated were 
originally secured for the United States and 
Canada by Hermite & Dabose and John C. 
A. Rhodin. The company’s office is at 815 
Drexel Building, Philadelphia, and its man- 
agement is in the hands of the following 
officers: W. W. Gibbs, President; F. H. 
Clergue, Vice President and General Man- 
ager; George Philler. Second Vice Presi- 
dent; Clayton E. Platt, Secretary and 
Treasurer. The Board of Directors ts com- 
posed of W. W. Gibbs, F. H. Clergue, 
George Philler, Samuel R. Shipley, Dr. Her- 
bert M. Howe, W. M. Kerr, and Ernest E.

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NEW YUKON GOLD FIELDS. 


Rich Deposits Found on a Branch of the 
Pelly River and a Rush Begun.

TACOMA, Washington, March 11.—News 
was received to-day via Skagway of what 
is believed to be the most important gold 
strike made in the Yukon territory since 
the Klondike was discovered. Dawson and 
other Yukon towns are greatly excited 
over the matter, and hundreds of miners 
are stampeding to the new diggings. Gold 
was found in February on a tributary of 
the Pelly River, between that stream and 
the Yukon, and a discovery claim was 


staked about thirty miles from Whalen’s 
> aaa on the Yukon, below Fort Sel- 
rk. 

Outcoming Klondike miners say that dirt 
running as high as $700 a pan was taken 
out. News has just reached Dawson be- 
fore departure of Louis. Rudolph, who 
arrived here to-day. He says the Pelly 
River strike instantly deflected a consider- 
able part of the rush to Koyukuk diggings, 
wkich has been in progress all Winter. 
The discovery on the Pelly River was made 
by Dick Butler, an old Yukon miner, who 
went out to Yukon to spread the news 
after staking a discovery claim. Up to 
March 1 about 200 claims had been staked. 

A temporary recruiting office will be 
opened at FortSelkirk. Prospecting showed 
that most claims were rich in gold from the 
surface down. Their richness cannot be 
told until Summer thawing makes possible 
digging to bed rock. For two years old 
Yukon miners have predicted that another 
important belt would be discovered this 
Winter. Those at Dawson believe their 
prophecy has now come true.

Prince Henry of Prussia, who arrived in 
this country Feb. 23 as the special repre- 
sentative of his brother, the German Em- 
peror, at the naming of the latter’s Ameri- 
can-built yacht Meteor at Shooter Island, 
for home yesterday afternoon on the 
Hamburg-American liner Deutschland. 

it was a holiday inthe vicinity of the big 
steamship at Hoboken throughout the day, 
aud ihe thousands of enthusiastic sight- 
seers stripped from the pier and the steam- 
ship for keepsakes everything movable in 
a small way that they could lay their hands 
on, and then as the great vessel bearing 
the royal guest floated out from the pier 
lifted their voices in a mighty cheer for the 
of royalty who, during his visit, 
proved himself able to lay aside the mantle 
of exclusiveness and revel in the luxury of 
being a plain, every-day man among his 
hosts. 

The sights and scenes about the pler 
were the most enthusiastic that have been 
witnessed in this city since the arrival of 
the Prince, from the fact that there were 
more people present who were allowed to 
at least get a glimpse of the man they had 
come to see. The enthusiasm was sponta- 
neous and sustained, and the Prince was 
kept out on the bridge of the huge lner 
saluting the crowds gathered on the docks 


along the water front until the vessel was 
far down the bay. There were shrieks 
from tugs in the harbor and the steamers 
moored at the docks. The ferryboats joined 
in the pandemonium, and to the din was 
added the whistles of scores of factories on 
either side of the river. There was the dip- 
ping of flags and the waving of handker- 
chiefs everywhere. a 
THE PRINCE’S BUSY DAY. 

The last day of the Prince’s sojgtirn was 
one of the busiest that he had experiénced 
during his tour. He had spent the night in 
luxuriously appointed apartments provided 
for him on the Deutschland, which lay at 
her pier in Hoboken, and yet he arose al- 
most with the sun yesterday morning and 
addressed himself to the accumulation of 
little things of farewell to be done, which 
in the aggregate constituted a task in- 
deed. There were vast piles of correspon- 
dence, most of it of a sort that almost 
compelled attention, and in the early hours 
the Prince gave himself up to this work. 

Almost with the coming of the day, how- 
ever, the docks and piers in the vicinity of 
the big liner took on an air of unwonted 
activity, and to a Hobokenite it was easily 
discernible as early as 6 o'clock in the 
morning that ‘there was something do- 
ing.”” A big gang of workmen were soon 
employed putting the finishing touches on 
the gangways leading to the Deutschland, 
which were lavishly decorated in various 
colors built from a foundation of royal 
purple. When this work was finally com- 
pleted all the stairways and gangways 
were a-glitter with flags and bunting of 
American and German colors. 

Hoboken was alive to the fact that it 
had on hand one of the great white days in 
its history, and enthusiastic residents went 
down to the pier and had a look around 
early in the morning. These visitors did 
not get further than the pier, where they 
were stopped by secret service detectives. 
The first official caller of the day was the 
Mayor of Hoboken, who arrived at the 
gangway of the Deutschland as early as 8 
o'clock. His Honor came primarily to ar- 
range for a musical send-off in honor of 
his Royal Highness, in which the United 
Singing Societies of Hudson County were 
desirous of contributing to the pleasure of 
the Prince. 

The Prince regretted that he would not 
be able to meet the Hudson County Chor- 
isters, but it was arranged that they would 
sing later in the day from the decks of the 
Hamburg-American cruising yacht Prin- 
cessin Victoria Luise, which is moored near 
the Deutschland. 

When the Mayor had taken his departure 
the Prince and several of his suité gathered 
again at a table and delved into the mass, 
of correspondence. There were literally 
hundreds of invitations received from lead- 
ers in many walks of life offering hospitali- 
ties which for want of time it was im- 
possible to accept. 

Early in the day the Prince dispatched 
an emissary with his cards to Mrs. Ogden 
Mills and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, the 
only two American matrons who enter- 
tained him in this city. His regrets were 
sent to a number of other New York soci- 
ety leaders who had offered hospitality. At 
8:30 the Prince took breakfast in the 
saloon with the members of his suite and 
Capt. Albers of the Hiner, whose private 
apartments had been practically torn to 
pieces to make the gorgeous quarters of 
the Prince for this one voyage. 

Early in the morning. the Prince sent sev- 
eral of his marine experts to the works of 
the Crescent Shipbuilding Company at, 
Elizabeth, N. J., to make a report con- 
carning the work being done there, which 
inQludes the building of several monitors 
and submarine boats for the Government. 

By, 9 o'clock sightseers in droves began 
to arrive in the vicinity of the Deutsch- 
land's pier, prepared to stay until the end 
of the day’s show. The Deutschland was 
dressed in a rainbow of bunting, as were 
all the other vessels of the line lying in, 
the neighborhood, as well as the piers and 
many of the residences and business houses 
of Hoboken. The police of the city ex- 
pected a great crush later in the day, and 
made provisions for it by placing every 
available officer of the force in the vi- 
cinity of the pier. Every ferry from New 
York brought its quota of sightseers, and 
these gathered thickly about the piers and 
tried in vain to get on board the Deutsch- 
and. 

As the stenmship was booked to her full 
capacity, the company had issued to every 
passenger a number of tickets for the use 
of friends, allowing them to go aboard the 
vessel. A large number of these tickets 
to the steamer had also been issued to 
other persons. The Prince, after finishing 
his early breakfast, walked the deck for a 
time smoking a cigarette, while hundreds of 
people on the dock craned their necks to 
look at him. 

It had been the intention of Prince Henry 
to make a few calls in this city, but there 
was so much to take up his time aboard 
ship that he finally was forced to abandon 
his contemplated trip. Admiral Barker 
and Gen. Brooke went aboard during the 
forenoon to say good-bye. There was also 
a delegation of five members of the Arion 
Society, who presented the Prince with a 
hand-painted souvenir of the festivities 
held at the society’s clubhouse in his honor 
last week. 

There also arrived at a little after 9 
o'clock a delegation of twenty-one mem- 
bers of the New York Letter Carriers’ As- 
sociation of New York, headed by President 
Fitzgerald. who had with them a fine 
bronze tablet bearing the profiles of the 
three martyred Presidents of the United 
Stctes--Lincoln, Garfield, and McKinley. 
There was some hitch connected with the 
presentation. The delegation was halted 
on the pier and told to wait a while, and 
probably the Prince would see them later. 

At li o’clock six members of the delega- 
tion went aboard, carrying the huge tablet 
and followed by aff~ut six other delegates. 
At the gangway Chief Wilkie of the Gov- 
ernment Secret ‘Service deftly cut off those 
not directly engaged in carrying the tab- 
let and turned them back. The bearers of 
the gift were allowed to present it to Ad-« 
miral Seckendorf, representing the Prince, 
and the delegates were assured that hig 
Highness would later send them an auto- 
graph letter of thanks. 

the meantime the Prince was receiving 
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numerous callers, including various mem- 
bers of the German Diplomatic and Con- 
Sular Corps, as well as American officials, 
and between times he found time to finish 
up a large part of his correspondence. 
Among other things, he sent a photograph 
of himseif, signed, to the New York Yacht 
Club. One of the callers during the fore- 
moon was Charles H. Cramp of the Cramp 

hipbuilding firm. He had a long chat wit 

ince Henry, which gave rise to the rumor 
that Germany in the near future was like- 
ly to give an order for a battleship or two 
te the American firm. 

The gathering of sightseers on the pier 
had taken on some of the characteristics 
of a country fair. There resounded on al 
eee the cries of fakirs doing a thriving 

usinéss in souvenirs in the form of smal 

German and American flags, photographs 
of the Kaiser, Prince Henry, and the mem~- 
bers of the latter's family, Prince Henry 
buttons, badges, &c. Nearly every other 
one of the hundreds of men, women, and 
children wore some kind of badge or dec- 
oration in honor of the royal visitor. The 
police were very lenient in letting persons 
on the piers, but there was very little 
chance of getting on board the liner with- 
out a pass. 

The splendid quarters provided for the 
royal voyager, which have already been 
described, were almost literally filled with 
flowers of all kinds. During the forenoon 
several packages arrived which were said 
to contain presents from President Roose- 
velt and members of his family, but the 
contents of the packages were not made 
public. os 

At about 11 o'clock, Rear Admiral Evans, 
Gen. Corbin, Commander Cowles, and the 
other members of the President's delega- 
tion which has accompanied Prince Henry 
on all his travels in America, boarded the 
vessel, having arrived _on the lighthouse 
tender John Rodgers. They were followed 
@ little later by Ambassador von Holleben 
and various members of his staff. At noon 
Prince Henry invited his favored guests to 
a farewell breakfast. Covers had been laid 
in the main dining saloon for twenty-eight 
persons. The table was decorated with the 
German and American colors and American 
Beauty roses. The function was entirely 
informal, and there were no speeches of 
any kind. 

During this time a frantic horde of spec- 
tators, principally women, had been hav- 
ing almost hand to hand encounters with 
the detectives about the openings above, 
which offered a view of the interior of the 
Gining saloon, All the openings were final- 
ly closed except two glass skylights far 
above, through which by a craning of the 
neck a glimpse might be obtained of , the 
Prince and his guests eating breakfast 
below. For these vantage points there was 
a fierce scramble, which continued for the 
space of more than an hour, during which 
several women, after they had fought their 
way into the centre of the human mael- 
strom, complained loudly of being crushed. 

The Prince and his party lingered over 
their little meal, and at last, when it came 
time to say good-bye, Prince Henry picked 
up a rose from the tabie and, holding it in 
his hand, said: 

“This is the badge which I have been 
admiring during my entire trip throughout 
the United States—American beauty. 

Then he placed the flower in his button- 
hule, and each of the other guests, picking 
up a rose, did likewise. 

A moment later Admiral Evans spoke up, 
saying: : 

“T have only this to say, Prince Henry 
and my brothers of the Germany Navy: 
We are glad you came. We are sorry you 
are going, and we hope you will come again. 
The American Navy holds out its hand in 
friendship to the German Navy.” 

The Prince, his face beaming with pleas- 
ure, reached across the table and grasping 
the hand of the American officer, shook it 
warmly. Gen. Corbin and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Hill each said a few part- 
ing words, and the Prince and his suite all 
responded heartily. The party then with- 
drew to the upper deck of the vessel and 
were photographed in a group, while a 
waiting horde of sightseers swooped down 
upon the dining table and in the twinkling 
of an eye the beautiful floral table deco- 
rations were rent to pieces, and the roses 
were being fought over desperately as 
souvenirs. Soon after the breakfast the 
members of the President's delegation bade 
their final adleux and withdrew on board 
the tender Rodgers, preparatory to accom- 
panying the Deutschland down the bay. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock Mayor Low ar- 
rived and bade farewell to the Prince. The 
latter said he wished the Mayor to convey 
to the people of New York this parting mes- 
sage: 
of thank tfle citizens of New York for all 
their kindness to me, which I appreciate 
deeply. If I should return to America, I 
shall feel when I reach New York that I 
@m once more at home.” 

At 2 o’clock, after the departure of the 
Mayor, the Prince sent a telegram to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt bidding him farewell. 

Meanwhile the passengers of the Deutsch- 
land were arriving in crowds, and the decks 
of the big steamship became congested in 
places with the groups of voyagers’ friends, 
find sightseers. The long pier léading out 
to the steamer was thronged with an ex- 
cited mass of humanity, while in the waters 
of the river were a number of tugs filled 
with spectators and rowboats with their 
occupants waiting for a chance to help 
speed the parting guest. 

As 3 o’clock, the hour when all the guests 
must leave the ship, drew near, the Hud- 
son County Warblers, true to their prom- 
ise, made through the Mayor of Hoboken 
earlier in the day, assembled 200 strong 
on the steamship opposite the Deutsch- 
land, and unlimbered their music rolls, 
ready for business. Then there was the 
sound of more music at the pier entrance, 
and there marched forth on that structure 
about 300 members of the Deutscher 
Kriegerbund of New York, all veterans of 
the German Army. The Prince sent Gen. 
Von Plessen and Admiral Von ie oe out 
on the pier to review them. The Krieger- 
bund’s band made things lively on the 
pier with various German and American 
airs, while the imperial band on _ board 
the Deutschland played on board that 
vessel. 

At last came the order for all visitors to 
leave the ship. The band on the dock 
pylayed the German National air and “ The 

tar-Spangled Banner,"’ and finally, at 3:45 
o'clock, came the strain of *‘ Home Sweet 
Home,”’ and the black sides of the great 
liner were seen to be moving. Then arose 
a cheer from the throats of fully 4,000 per- 
sons on the pier and almost as many more 
on the adjoining piers and housetops, while 
everywhere fluttered a wilderness of hand- 
kerchiefs and small flags. There arose a 
song of the Fatherland from the body of 
singers on the Princess Victoria Luise, and 
Prince Henry, with his suite, all dressed in 
yachting costumes, gathered on the bridge 
of the outgoing steamer and waved their 
caps enthusiastically. 

The whole harbor became alive with the 
noisy farewell. Tugs had assembled from 
all directions, and out in the river were 
several excursion bodts. Whistles were 
blowing, bands playing, and thousands of 
people shouting their farewells from the 
time the steamship backed out of her 
berth until she disappeared through the 
Narrows, bound for home at full speed, 
her royal passenger still standing on the 
bridge and waving an adieu. 

One of the excursion steamboats follow- 
ing the Deutschland down the river was 
the John Sylvester, which had been char- 
tered for a large party of Germans. On an 
enormous white flag, hoisted from the after 
rail, were inscribed the words: ‘‘ Good-bye, 
Come Again.’” Most of the tugs had ban- 
ners with similar greetings written on flags 
or painted on streamers fastened to the 
decks. One of the most interesting dis- 
plays of the river was a fleet of Starin tugs 
that had assembled off Governors Island. 
There were twenty of them in all and in the 
centre was a float bearing a cannon. As 
the Deutschland steamed past the small 
fleet the cannon on the float boomed a sa- 
lute of some seventy or eighty guns. It 
had been decided that the Prince should 
have just as many guns as there was time 
to fire, and so the men behind the cannon 
worked as hard as they could until the 
steamship was beyond earshot. 

The Starin liner Gien Island, gayly deco- 
rated, with John H. Starin and a party of 
invited guests aboard, followed the Deutsch- 
land down the river until the fleet of tugs 
was reached, and then, while the cannon 
boomed, the steamboat’s whistle blew for 
fifteen minutes Without stopping. Mr. Star- 
in puHed the cord. to the whistle. 


THE HOHENZOLLERN SAILS. 


Police Captains Entertained by the 
Vessel’s Officers—Imperial Yacht 
to Go to Bermuda, 

With three shrill blasts of her siren the 
imperia! yacht Hohenzollern backed out 
from the pier at the foot of Thirty-fourth 
Street, North River, at 2:40 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and headed down stream on 


her return trip to the fatherland. Grouped” 


on the bridge of the yacht were Admiral 
von Baudissin and the officers of the ship. 
Members of the chew and petty officers 
swarmed on deck, and responded to the 
cheers and farewells waved them by the 


crowds on shore with three hearty cheers. 

For an hour before the time set for sail- 
ing the crew and officers held a levee on 
board, bidding farewells to the few favored 
friends who had been admitted to th~ pier. 
Capts, Bchmittberger and Wendel were en- 
tertained at luncheon by the ward room 
mess, and were made happy by the presen- 
tation to them of a full set of photographs 
and autographs of the officers, from Ad- 
miral Baudissin down. 

Little Clara Schultze, the mascotte of the 
yacht, was also remembered in the same 
way. In addition, she was made happy by 
receiving the consent of the Admiral to 
present a petition from her to the Emperor 
asking his sanction to her ado ty per- 
manently the title ‘‘ Mascotte of t ohen- 
gollern.’ ; 

After the vessel's - departure Capt. 


Schmittberger mustered the special detail 
of policemen who have done duty at the 

ier and in the name of the German Am- 

assador thanked them for the excellent 
work they have done in preserving order. 
He then gathered together the records of 
the station and entered on the blotter the 
time the Hohenzollern sailed, He and Capt. 
Wendell signed the blotter for the last time, 
and, locking the door of the room behind 
them, declared the Hohenzollern precinct 
abolished. 

The Hohenzollern went directly down the 
bay, and Admiral Baudissin’s orders were 
to lay to inside Sandy Hook | until the 
Deutschland passed out, and then to sail 
for Bermuda. 


PRINCE AND PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The follow- 
ing exchanges took place to-day between 
Prince Henry of Prussia and President 
Roosevelt:

I 
hope that my visit may have increased the feel- 
ings of friendship between the country I repre- 
sent and the United States, Bidding you farewell, 
let me wish you every possible success, and, 
pray, remember me to Mrs. Roosevelt, and Miss 
Roosevelt, who so charmingly and with so much 
pluck accomplished her task when launching his 
Majesty's yacht Meteor. Once more, most hearty 
thanks. May we meet again.

BERLIN, March 11.—The semi-official 
North German Gazette, commenting on the 
departure of Prince Henry from the United 
States, refers in the warmest terms to the 
generous hospitality and unvarying court- 
esy and good-will extended to the Em- 
peror’s representative, and continues: 

“In the stréngthening of the traditional 
friendly relations between two great, pow- 
erful, and progressive nations, in the re- 
newal of the old confidence, we couple in 
our thoughts, with gratitude, the countless 
thousands of American men and women 
who everywhere gave Prince Henry a joy- 
ful welcome coming from sincere hearts. 

“It is just these perfectly spontaneous 
demonstrations of friendship, coming from 
all classes of a proud people, that give us 
confidence that the good feeling which has 
been engendered and manifested both here 
and over there by the visit to the land of 
George Washington will continue its in- 
fluence in the relations between the Ger- 
man Empire and the United States, politi- 
caly untroubled as they are in any way, to 
the advantage of both peoples.”’ 

3esides this declaration, which undoubt- 
edly originated in the Foreign Office, other 
newspapers refer to the departure of Prince 
Henry, and express their appreciation of 
the regard of the United States for Ger- 
many as evidenced in the honors showered 
upon Prince Henry. 


GEORGE J. GOULD’S APPEAL. 


Asks Gov. Odell to Make an Appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for St. Louis 
Exposition.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., March 11.—A written 
appeal by George J. Gould to Gov. Odell 
of New York for the appropriation of 
$500,000, to adequately represent the Em- 
pire State at the St. Louis World’s Fair 
was read this afternoon at the meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the fair. In the 
letter, Mr. Gould says: 

“The exposition will not benefit St. 
Louis alone, but will assist almost equally 
in the advancement of all the States in the 


Union, and of all interests and industries 
throughout the country generally, 

“You doubtless have already inferred 
from what I have said that I am about 
to plead for a liberal appropriation for a 
New York State building and exhibit at the 
St. Louis Exposition. The wealth and 
dignity of New York, sustained and 
strengthened by the resources of the coun- 
try at ate and depending mainly upon 
them for the commerce of her great met- 
ropolis, fully warrant an appropriation of 
at least half a million dollars. 

“T have been informed that but $50,000 
has been suggested, and it is the mention 
of this entirely inadequate amount, coupled 
with the fear that this or an amount not 
much larger will be appropriated, which 
leads me to appeal to you as I am doing. 
I urge as earnestly as I can an appropria- 
tion commensurate with the wealth and 
greatness of this State.”’ 


BIG WHEAT CROP PROMISED. 


Increased Acreage Planted in Wash- 
ington and Oregon Indicates 
Great Yield. 


Special to The New York Times. 


TACOMA, Washington, March 11,—Fol- 
lowing last year’s record wheat crop, the 
largest wheat acreage ever sown in this 
State is now being plowed and seeded in 
the wheat districts of Eastern Washing- 
ton and Oregon. Should the season be en- 
tirely favorable, this year’s wheat crop will 
greatly exceed that of last year. 

An immense new acreage is being sown 
to wheat in Whitman, Adams, Douglas, 
Franklin, and Lincoln Counties. Even new 
settlers, just arriving, are acquiring wheat 
lands, and breaking them in time for crop- 
raising this year. Spring has come eariy 
throughout the wheat belt, and everywhere 
work is being rushed. 

Reports from Colfax state that much 
Winter wheat, in both Palouse and Walla- 
walla districts, has been damaged by Win- 
ter frosts. In some cases the damage 
amounts to as much as 50 per cent. To 
add to the seriousness of the situation, 
very little seed Winter grain is obtainable, 
as over 90 per cent. of Winter wheat has 
been shipped to Tacoma for export. Winter 
wheat, therefore, is being brought in from 
other districts. Practically every damaged 
field of Winter grain will be resown. Green 
grass is abundant along Palouse and 
Snake Rivers, and cattle have been turned 
out for Summer pasturing. 


HUSBAND JUMPED OVERBOARD.

MR. BRANTLEY’S PLEA 
FOR CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


Georgia Representative Views It 
from New Standpoint. 


Island Commerce Worth $37,000,000, 
Now Going Abroad, Would Come 
to the United States, 
He Declares. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The first im- 
portant speech which has been delivered in 
the House on-the subject of Cuban reci- 
procity was made to-day by Representative 
William G. Brantley of Georgia. It was 
a striking speech, and the unusual compli- 
ment of silence and close attention was 
paid throughout by the House. At the 
close the young Congressman was congrat- 
ulated by many of his fellow-members, in- 
cluding some Republicans who are op- 
posed to his views. 

Mr. Brantley treated the subject from a 
comparatively novel standpoint, arguing in 
favor of reciprocity in the interests of the 
United States rather than of Cuba. He 
declared that, in his opinion, relief for 
Cuba could not be obtained by a reduction 
of less than 331-3 per cent., and he fa- 
vored 50 per cent. 

**No system of rebates,” said he, “can 
effect the desired end. No equitable plan 
could possibly be devised by which the 
gnoney we might donate would be fairly 
distributed among the Cuban planters. The 
one condition that we should add to our 
reduction of the tariff is a condition re- 
quiring a reciprocal reduction by Cuba in 
her tariff rates to us, so that in addition 
to opening our markets to her she should 
open hers to us. This she is not only will- 
ing to accede to, but it is her own proposi- 
tion. 

“Less than 1 per cent., probably less 
than one-half of 1 per cent., of the Amer- 
ican people are interested in the production 
of sugar. We should pay some attention 
to the rights of the other 99 per cent. The 
question’ grows more interesting when we 
find that the per capita consumption of 
sugar in the United States last year was 
68.4 pounds, while in Germany it was 33.¥, 
in France 36.9, in Holland 32.4, and in 
Russia 14 pounds. We are the greatest 
sugar consumers in the world, and only 
produce one-third of what we consume, 
while Germany produces three times as 
much as she consumes and exports two- 
thirds of it, and France, Australia, and 
Belgium are all exporters of sugar. This 
indicates the interest of our sugar consu- 
mers in this question, 

“Cuba has not come to us asking alms. 
It is not for alms but for reciprocity that 
she asks. She asks concession in the tariff, 
and she will give one. The kind of reci- 
procity she wants should be the aim of 
all who seek increased trade, and the 
growth and expansion of our commerce 
throughout the world. An extended market 
and an enlarged trade make a question 
of far greater importance than the mar- 
ket and the trade of a small class of our 
citizens. 

**Cuba’s total imports for the last year 
were in round numbers, $65,000,000, and of 
this the United States furnished $28,000,- 
000, leaving about $37,000,000 from other 
countries. All this Cuba proposes to give 
us by a discriminating tariff in our favor 
in exchange for a discriminating tariff by 
us in her favor. And if the Cubans have not 
by many, many times overstated what they 
can do under favorable conditions, then 
these figures of $37,000,000 represent but a 
part of the commerce that is to come to us 
in the future.”’ 

Mr. Hamilton of Michigan inquired what 
effect the reduction would have upon the 
Louisiana cane growers and the beet sugar 
people. 

“A reduction of 33 1-3 per cent. would 
not hurt them,” replied Mr. Brantley, “* be- 
cause our producers are still protected 
against the balance of the world, and are 
still protected against Cuba, and would 
be even under a 50 per cent. reduction; 
and with the demand for sugar in this 
country unsatisfied by one-third, even 
when all the Cuban sugar has come in. 

“Cuba last year bought over $6,000,000 
worth of cotton goods, of which we sup- 
plied less than $500,000; $700,000 worth of 
woolen goods, of which we supplied $22,000; 

2,700,000 worth of wines, of which we sup- 
plied $329,000; $2,519,000 worth of oil, of 
which we wees $713,000; $3,335,000 worth 
of rice, of which we supplied $3,000. We 
sold to Cuba last year goods to a greater 
amount than we bought sugar from her, 
and now it is proposed by her to more than 
double her purchases from us. 

“This proposal is a tender of more than 
is asked for. It is a business proposition 
and should be treated as such. We are to- 
day slaying the brown man and the white 
man and expending millions upon millions 
in the far-off Philippines, seeking to find 
there and elsewhere in the Orient a market 
for our surplus product. Here is a propo- 
sition to open a market to $37,000,000 of 
this surplus product without the sacrifice 
of a single life, and yet we hesitate to ac- 
cept it. In the section of the country from 
which I come the opening of the Cuban 
market would be feit in every branch of in- 
dustry. 

“There is another consideration that is 
lost sight of by those who propose a money 
donation. The fifth provision of the Platt 
amendment provides that Cuba will execute 
plans for sanitation, to the end that the re- 
currence of epidemics may be prevented, 
thereby eae commerce and life, not 
only in Cuba, but in the Southern ports of 
the United States. This provision Cuba 
must live up to; we shall demand it of her. 
But before we can demand it we must see 
to it that she is provided with a Govern- 
ment of sufficient means. We cannot af- 
ford in the beginning of her Government to 
paralyze her chief industry and thus deprive 
her of the resources necessary to comply 
with its condition.”’ 


EUROPEAN TRADE WITH CUBA. 


British Chambers of Commerce Protest 
Against Proposed Cuban-United 
States Reciprocity Treaty. 


LONDON, March 11.—Delegates from a 
number of the British Chambers of Com- 
merce visited the Foreign Secretary, Lord 
Lansdowne, at the Foreign Office, to-day, 
and presented a memorial relative to Brit- 
ish trade with Cuba. 

“The United States,"’ says the memorial, 
““when declaring war on Spain expressly 
stated that their action would be limited to 
freeing Cuba from Spanish rule. It was, 
therefore, understood by those in Europe 
engaged in trade with Cuba that no meas- 
ures would be adopted at the conclusion of 
the war which would restrict or destroy 
their trade with that island. Such a reci- 


procity treaty [with the United States] as 
that anticipated would undoubtedly put an 
end to European trade with the island. The 
Chambers, therefore, most earnestly re- 
quest that the utmost effort be made by 
his Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington 
to prevent the signing of any such treaty, 
or, at least, to secure that the most favored 
treatment be continued by Cuba to this 
country. 

“Jt is represented that French and Ger- 
man interests would suffer by a reciprocity 
treaty, and it is suggested that a joint pro- 
test might be effectual in preventing a 
change adverse to the interests of Europe 
in trade with Cuba."’ 

The interview was private, but it is un- 
derstood that, while promising to look into 
the matter, Lord Lansdowne gave but faint 
encouragement to the delegation. 


CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 


Sir William Van Horne Discusses the 
Need of Reciprocity, and Tells of 
Work on New Railroad. . 


Sir William Van Horne, President of the 
Cuba Railroad Company, was an arrival 
from Havana on the Ward liner Morro 
Castle yesterday morning. Sir William 
said the road was rapidly nearing’ comple- 
tion, and that it would be a thoroughly 
modern system, operated on American prin- 
ciples.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S FIRST VETO. 


Refuses to Approve Bill Removing 
Charge of Desertion from Naval 


Record of John Glass. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—President 
Roosevelt to-day sent his first veto mes- 
Sage to Congress. It was directed to the 
Senate, and the bill vetoed was one re- 
moving the charge ef desertion from the 
naval record. of John Glass. The message 
was as follows: 

“There can be no graver crime than 
the crime of desertion from the army or 
navy, especially during war; it is then high 
treason to the Nation, and is justly punish- 
able by death. No man should be relieved 
from such a crime, especially when nearly 
forty years have passed since it occurred, 
save on the clearest possible proof of his 
real innocence. In this case the state- 
ment made by. the affiant before the cém- 
mittee does not in all points agree with 
his statement made to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“In any event, it is incomprehensible to 
me that he should not have made effective 
effort to get back into the navy. He had 
served but little more than a month when 
he deserted, and the war lastea for over 
a year afterward, yet ne made no effort 
whatever to get back into the war. Under 
such circumstances it seems to me that to 
remove the charge of desertion from the 
navy and give him an honorable discharge 
would be to falsify the reeords and do an 
injustice to hig gallant and worthy com- 
rades who fought the war fo a finish. The 
names of the veterans who fought in the 
civil war make the honor list of the re- 


public; and I am not willing to put upon it 
the name of a man unworthy of the high 


position. ; 
“ THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


After the message had been delivered 
Senator Gallinger, from the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, read the report of the com- 
mitte on which the Senate acted. From 
that statement it appeared that Glass en- 
listed in January, 1864, when only sixteen 
years of age, and that, having witnessed an 
act which compromised the second officer 
of the ship, he was taken ashore in 
March of that year by that officer and told 
not to report again for duty. The com- 
mittee says that this order, together with 
Glass’s youth, was responsible for his de- 
sertion, 


GEN. HUGHES’S TESTIMONY. 


Felt as If He Were Fighting Children 
When Battling with Filipinos. 
WASHINGTON, March 1t.—During the 
examination of Gen. Hughes by the Senate 
Committee on the Philippines to-day Sen- 
ator Patterson called attention to the “ wa- 
ter cure’’ as used in the way of torture. 
Gen. Hughes said it never was practiced in 
his command. It was tried in one case, he 


had learned, by the Macabebe scouts, who 
had promised not to repeat it. 

Gen. Hughes said that a ward in the 
general hospital had been set aside for 
wounded or sick Filipinos. He described 
the policy of concentraéion of the Fili- 
pinos pursued by Gen. Bell, and said it is 
not intended as a matter of punishment. 
“It is to put them out of harm's way, in 
part,’’ said he, ‘‘and to keep them out of 
mischief.”’ 

Gen. Hughes said that whenever he went 
into action against the Filipinos he felt as 
if he were fighting children, and that he 
never made an attack that he did not re- 
gret it. He said he never knew of but one 
case of a wounded Filipino being left on 
the field. 


CENSUS FIGHT KEEPS UP. 


House Committee Appoints a Sub-Com- 
mittee to Investigate the Matter 


and Draft a Bill. 
Sbecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The friends 
of the census clerks in Congress have not 
given up hope of securing some action 
which will nullify the effect of the Presi- 
dent’s order of Friday. A meeting of the 
House Census Committee was held this 
morning, at which the subject was dis- 
cussed, Chairman Hopkins, who brought 
in the conference report upon which the 
House was induced to pass the Census 
bill, staid away from the meeting, and Mr. 
Russell of Connecticut presided in his 
stead. 

The resolutions of Representatives 
Hughes and Sims, designed to nullify the 
President’s order and put all the census 
clerks in the classified list, were consid- 
ered by the committee, but not acted upon. 
A sub-committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Heatwole, Crumpacker, and Hay, was ap- 
pointed to look into the subject. 

The Hughes and Sims resolutions will 
probably never be reported, but the action 
taken to-day means that the friends of 
the Administration will have to fight if 
they desire to maintain the Census law as 
it was passed and as_the President under- 
stood it. Mr. Hay is to draft a bill, which 
will instruct the Secretary of the Interior 
to appoint in the bureau all clerks on the 
rolls on March 6, the date of the approval 
of the Permanent Census bill, and make 
them eligible to transfer to any branch of 
the classified service. 

This will produce the effect which Con- 
gress intended from the first, and will 
bring about the result desired by the Con- 
gressional enemies of the merit system. 
There are unquestionably enough votes to 
pass it if it is reported. It is believed that 
the President would veto it, but there are 
enough friends of the census clerks and 
enemies of the merit system to pass it over 
his veto if they should stand by their col- 

The question is whether these men, or 
enough of them to pass the bill, would be 
willing to bring on an open collision be- 
tween the White House and Congress over 
such a bill.

y probable. Their wrath may give 
y, before a vote is taken, to prudential 
considerations and to the inadvisability of 
forcing a fight with the President over the 
question of civil service reform, to which 
the Republican Party has been committed 
for years.

issuance of injunctions in labor controver- 
sies. The Train Robbery bill was amended 
so that any person who obstructs, derails, 
or commits an assault upon any railroad 
train or its passengers with intent to com- 
mit robbery, murder, or other crime shal] 
be punishable with death, if the death of 
any person on the train is effected, and 
with imprisonment for from five to ten 
years if no death is effected.

'DIRECT ¥OTE FOR 
SENATOR OPPOSED 


Mr. Hoar’s Antagonism Based on 
Constitutional Grounds. 


Mr. Berry Wants His Resolution Re- 
ported—Speech Against Ship Sub- 
sidy Bill by Mr. Mallory. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—For several 
hours to-day the Senate had the Ship Sub- 
sidy bill under consideration. Mr, Mallory 
of Florida made an extended speech in op- 
position to the measure. His opposition was 
based chiefly on the ground that it would 
extend the favor of the United States 
Treasury to private individuals and cor- 
porations without a just return for the ex- 
penditure. 

Prior to consideration of the stbsidy 
measure a lively debate occurred over an 
effort on the part of Mr. Berry of Arkan- 
Sas to ascertain when the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections might be expected 
to report to the Senate the resolution pro- 
viding for the election of Senators by direct 
vote of the people. 

When Mr. Berry brought up the question 
Mr. Burrows, (Mich.,) Chairman of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, de- 
clared there is no disposition on the part 
of the committee to shirk responsibility in 
connection with the resolution. Action upon 
it will be taken and a report upon it will be 
made in time for a yote upon it this ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Hoar, one of the members of the 
committee, said: 

“This is a proposition to change the 
principle upon which the Constitution is 
founded, and it is a matter of historical 
fact that without the incorporation of this 
principle the Constitution never would have 
been agreed to. The solemn pledge was 
given, to States, small and great, that the 
equality of the States never would be de- 
stroyed without the consent of every one 
of them.” 

He did not believe that the adoption of the 
resolution would be accomplished without 
a breach of the National pledge which les 
at the foundation of this Government. He 
had received letters urging that Senators 
be chosen by direct vote of the people, but 
every one of them bore evidence of a 
“worked-up sentiment.” Mr. Hoar said 
he was willing to go before any representa- 
tive American assembly to discuss the 


proposition, which, to his mind, struck at 
the very heart of the Constitution. He was 
sure of his ultimate success in such an ar- 
gument before the people. He referred to 
the Supreme Court. and to the United States 
Senate as the two great bodies of the Gov- 
ernment which were free from the influ- 
ence of popular movements and popular ex- 
citement. 

**I will do my duty,’’ said he, “‘ as a mem- 
ber of the committee, but will not be hur- 
ried, and the Senate shall not be hurried, 
if I can help it.”’ 

In his speech against the Ship Subsidy 
bil Mr. Mallory, referring to Mr. Frye’s 
argument in support of the establishment 
of an auxiliary navy for which the pending 
bill provides, said he did not believe there 
was sufficient justification for the extraor- 
dinary expenditure proposed by the bill. 

** Congres,"’ Mr. Mallory declared, *‘ nevy-

character. It has passed many laws to 
advance private gain under the pretense of 
public policy, but never one so absolutely 
bald and bold in its advancement of pri- 
vate purposes as this measure.”” He would 
go as tar as any Senator to put the Ameri- 
can merchant marine on a footing of equal- 
ity with that of other nations, but he 
could not indorse a measure so at variance 
with every principle of right and justice. 

Mr. Frye referred to the fact that it had 
been claimed that the clausé in Section 6 
‘of the Ship Subsidy bill, which directs pay- 
ment to the owner or owners.of any vessel 
of the United States ‘duly régistered by a 
,citizen of the’ United States,” would place 
under the provisions of the bill the four 
ships that had’ been admitted to an Ameri- 
can register. He therefore submitted an 
amendment, which was adopted, making 
the clause read, ‘‘ Hereafter built and reg- 
istered in the United States or now duly 
registered."’ 

Mr. Allison, ‘‘trying,’’ as he said, “to 
get an interpretation of provisions that are 
a little blind to me,’’ asked whether prop- 
er safeguards had been thrown around the 
bill to protect the Government in the mak- 
ing of so large an expenditure as it pro- 
posed, 

The colloquy which ensued developed the 
fact that ‘a coastwise vessel might regis- 
ter at any port which it touched, and enter 
from that port the ocean carrying trade 
and: receive..a subsidy under this bill. It 
developed, also, that a vessel engaged in 
trade between the United States and the 
Philippines would receive the subsidy until 
the coastwise navigation laws should be 
extended :by Congress to the Philippine 
archipelago. Afterward no vessel engaged 
in the Philippine trade would receive the 
subsidy. Mr. Frye explained that the sub- 
sidy, being based on the classification of 
vessels, would be paid to ships without 
respect to their age, the worth of a vessel 
being dependent entirely upon its classi- 
fication. 

The Senate disagreed to the conference 
report on the bill providing for the carrying 
into effect of the stipulations of Article 
Vil. of the Paris Treaty. The Senate in- 
sisted upon its amendments, and Messrs. 
Cullom, Lodge, and Morgan were named as 
conferrees, Article VII. relates to the pay- 
ment of claims in Cuba, and the bill pro- 
poses to amend the act creating the Span- 
ish claims commission so as to provide for 
the attendance of witnesses. 


SECRETARY HAY CRITICISED. 


Mr. Burieson Finds Fault Because He 
Declined to Get Passports for 
the Rev. Mr. Thomas. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—In the House 
to-day, Mr. Burleson (Texas) called atten- 
tion to the resolutions introduced by him a 
few days ago, calling on the Secretary of 
State for information as to whether he had 
declined to request the British Ambassador 
to furnish passports for Rev. Hiram W. 
Thomas and wife of Chicago, who were 
selected to distribute funds collected in 


Illinois for the relief of non-combatant 
prisoners in South Africa. 

Mr. Burleson sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read a letter from John O. Knight, 
who came to Washington to secure the 
passports. Mr. Knight stated that he had 
gone to Secretary Hay, and the Secretary 
of State, according to the letter, had de- 
clined to make the request of Lord Paunce- 
fote on the ground that such a request 
would be considered ‘‘meddlesome"’ and 
a ‘‘remissness of neutrality,’””’ and was 
against the views of President Roosevelt. 

f the facts stated in this letter were 
true, said Mr. Burleson, then the State 
Department was so “saturated with pro- 
British spirit that it could no longer re- 
spond to the ccmmon dictates of humanity 
when made in behalf of Boer women and 
children.”’ 

Mr. Hitt, (11.,) Chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, replied to Mr. Burleson 
with some dispiay of heat. The resolution 
already had been referred to a committee 
of which he.(Burleson) was a member, and 
which committee was to meet on a day 
fixed by the motion of Mr. Burleson him- 
self. According to Mr. Knight's letter, the 
Secretary had offered to help the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas in every way in his power, but he 
manifestly could not do a ridiculous thing. 
The Secreta of State could not make a 
demand which on its face was contrary to 
all precedents. It would be a slap in the 
face of a foreign Government.

HEARING ‘ON CHARITIES BILL. 


Measure Framed in Accord with Gov. 
Odell’s Plans Argued Before Sen- 
ate Finance Committee.

ALBANY, March 11.—The Senate Finance 
Committee met this afternoon to consider 
the Charities bill. 
Minority Leader Palmer, and Chairman 
Rogers of the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly also were present. The meeting 
had been advertised as a public hearing, 
but no one appeared to either favor or 

oppose the bill. 4 

Letters were read by Chairman Higgins 
from President William Rhinelander Stew- 
art of the State Board of Charities, and 
President George S. Canfield of the State 
Charities Aid Association. President Stew- 
art in his communication said he *had no 
objection to offer to the bill, but made two 
suggestions. Mr. Canfield said in his let- 
ter that he considered the bill a step in 
the wrong direction, and stated reasons 
which had influenced him in forming this 
conclusion. 

Senator Ellsworth offered two amend- 
ments to the bill suggested to him by gen- 
tlemen representing the State Prisons 
Board, which were accepted. One of these 


amendments was to the paragraph in rela- i 
° 


tion to the purchasing of supplies and was 
intended to prevent a construction which 


would militate against the acceptance by 
the charitable institutions of goods made in 
other institutions of the State. The other 
was in regard to the Elmira Reformatory. 
in the bill it was provided that new build- 
ings erected in connection with the Elmira 
Reformatory should be under the supervis- 
ion of the State Board of Charities. Mr. 
Allds, who drew the bill, explained that 
this was an inadvertence, due to the fact 
that he forgot temporarily that the re- 
formatory was under the supervision of the 
State Prisons Board. President Stewart 
of the State Board of Charities, in his letter 
to Chairman Higgins, expressed satisfac- 
tion that the bili was less sweeping in 
character than he had feared it would be. 

Chairman Higgins said there was no force 
in the objections made by President Can- | 
field. With regard to Mr. Canfield's first | 
suggestion that the control of the money | 
expended by State charitable institutions 
be left in the hands of the Controller, Sen- 
ator Higgins said the Controller was noth- |} 
ing more than an auditor, and it was never 
intended that he should have actual con- 
trol of the expenditures made for the State 
charities, If Mr. Canfield's suggestion were 
adopted and the Controller were author- 
ized to control the expenditures of the 
State charitable institutions, in a really 
practicable manner, then the situation 
occur of the Controller being the 
auditor of his own accounts.

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LEGISLATIVE BATTLE 
ON OVER CANAL BILLS 


Both Senate and Assembly Busy 
with Plans for Waterways. 


Supporters of Measures for Big Appro- 
priations Divided Over $5,500,000 
Oswego Feeder Question.

ALBANY, March 11.—Canal legislation 
made a decided advance to-day. The Davis 
bill was put on the order of third reading 
in the Senate, and the Weekes bill was ad- 
vanced to third reading in the Assembly. 
The difference between the two bills is 
that the Weekes bill carries an appropria- 
tion of $5,500,000 for the Oswego feeder, 
while the Davis bill makes no provision 
for the Oswego route. The provision to the 
Weekes bill was added over the protest of 
x0V. Odell through the influence of As- 
semblyman Lewis of Oswego, who is the 
Chairman of the Assembly Canals Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Stranahan offered a substitute for 
the Davis ill, the substitute being similar 
to the Weekes bill, and containing the ap- 
propriation for Oswego, which is Senator 
Stranahan’s home district. The substitute 
for it. An amendment offered by Senator 
Raines to include the improvement of the 
Seneca and Cayuga Canal also was voted 
down. The bill was advanced to third read- 
ing by a vote of 22 to 16. 

Senator Grady, in speaking on the Stran- 
ahan substitute, announced the Democratic 
position. The Democrats, he said, were in 
favor of canal legislation, and if they had 
had the initiative might have 
more liberal appropriations, but

The feature of the debate in the Senate 
was the attack which Senator Malby of St. 
Lawrence County made upon the expendi- 
ture of the $9,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of the canals under the Black admin- 
istration.

This gave to Senator McCarren a political 
opening, which he took advantage of in a 
way which led to Senator Raines, who is a 
bitter opponent of canal legislation, taking 
the floor in defense of Goy.

The Weekes bill was debated in the As- 
sembly for the greater part of the day. It 
was piain that Speaker Nixon himself was 
directing the opposition. About twenty 
members who are opposed to canal legisla- 
tion had typewritten amendments ready to 
offer when the opportunity was presented. 
Mr. Weekes, on learning of the intention 
of the opponents of the bill to weight it 
down with amendments, instructed the sup- 
porters of canal legislation te vote down 
every amendment which was offered, no 
matter what its character. This plan was 
carried out, and the bill was advanced to 
third reading.

[CHANGES IN ICE TRUST] THE MERGENTHALER COMPANY. 


Charles W. Morse and Five Others 
Leave the Directorate. 


All Is Harmony, It Is Declared — De- 
crease in Surplus $306,955—Shares 
Drop Sharply on ’Change. 


At the annual meeting of the American 
Ice Company, popularly known as the Ice 
Trust, held in Jersey City yesterday, 
Charles W. Morse, among others, was not 
re-elected a Director of the corporation. 
Mr. Morse was chiefly interested in form- 
ing this company, and was for two years 
its President. His retirement is regarded 
as especially significant. 

Mr. Morse was not in the city last night. 
It was explained, however, by a fellow- 
stockholder in the company who is closely 
associated in other ventures with Mr. 
Morse, that Mr. Morse had recently moved 
his office down town to the National Bank 
of North America, and that his entire time 
was being consumed with other matters. 
Banking and telephone enterprises are the 
subjects in which Mr. Morse is chiefly in- 
terested at present. 

It is not thought by those closest to Mr. 
Morse that he intends to dispose of his 
holdings of stock in the company. The same 
is said of the other Directors who retired. 
Nor is there any evidence of a disagree- 
ment in the ranks of the company. It is 
generally understood that at a meeting of 
the new Directors, to be held next week, 
the present officers of the company will be 
re-elected. 

Others who were elected Directors of the 
company 4 year ago and whose names were 
left off the ballot yesterday were Charles 
T. Barney, Frank K. Sturgis, William H. 
Gelshenen, E. H. Rood, and J. W. Scott. 
Of these Messrs. Barney and Gelshenen are 
associated with Mr, Morse in a number of 
banking concerns. Mr. Gelshenen 1s Presi- 
dent of the Garfield National Bank, which 
is regarded as one of the so-called Morse 
chain of banks, 

Charles T. Barney said to a New YorK 
TIMEs reporter last night that he really re- 
tired from the Directorate about a year ago, 
because he did not have time to attend the 
meetings. He said he did not feel author- 
ized to speak for Mr. Morse, but was sure 
there was no dissension in the company, 
se eae holds his stock in the company, he 
Said. 

Frank K. Sturgis said that he retired 
from the Directorate in reality last Sum- 
mer. The meetings were held up town, 
usually early in the afternoon, and he said 
it was impossible for a Wall Street man 
to be reguisr in his attendance. While he 
did not know Mr. Morse’s reasons, he 
thought it was safe to assume that he re- 
tired because of the other important inter- 
ests which were commanding his attention 
at this time. 

“Is it to be assumed that any of the 
Morse interests will withdraw their invest- 
ments from the company?” he was asked. 

“Not at all so,”’ replied Mr. Sturgis. ‘I 
still have my stock, and I think the same 
can be said of the others who have left the 
Directorate.”’ 

Mr. Morse was President of the American 
Ice Company in the Summer of 1900, when 
the disclosures were made of the holdings 
of Mayor Van Wyck, John F. Carroll, and 
other Tammany Hall men in that corpora- 
tion, and there were such vigorous efforts 
to dissolve the corporation. Some of the 
legal measures taken then are still pend- 
ing. It was Charles W. Morse who sought 
to get through the Maine Legislature a 
special bill incorporating the Ice Trust, but 
this effort failed. Mr. Morse came to New 
York from Maine when he was yet a boy, 
and his first business in this city was to 
secure for his father, who was a large ice 
dealer in Maine, an order for $50,000 worth 
of ice. He was connected with ice enter- 
prises from that time until he retired from 
the Presidency of the Ice Trust last year. 

The Directors who were elected at the 
meeting yesterday were John R. Bennett, 
I. O. Blake, William N. Bavier, Oren Den- 
nett, D. W. Hunt, E. D. Haley, J. F. 
Haynes, R. W. Hopkins, John Hancock, 
Henry H. Head, Walter Lee, H. F. Morse, 
James McCutcheon, Westly M. Oler, R. W. 
Poor, H. L. Parnell, and John D. Schoon- 
maker. A total of 242,975 shares were voted, 
representing some 5,000 shareholders. 

It was understood beforehand that the 
officers of une company would violate the 
precedent of the past annual meetings and 
submit a statement of the actual earnings 
of the company. The corporation regularly 
pays 6 per cent. annual dividends on its 
preferred stock and 4 per cent. on the com- 
mon. In spite of this the preferred stock 
is quoted on the New York Stock Exchange 
generally at about 65 and the common stock 
at about 24. No precedents were violated, 
however. The same items in the balance 
sheet as were mentioned last year were 
given this time, and the only striking fact in 
this balance sheet was a decrease in the 
surplus from $965,895 in 1901 to $658,870 this 
year—a net decline of $306,955. The figures 
submitted by President Schoonmaker were 
as follows: For the year ended Dec. 31:

President Schoonmaker, in his report, 
said that the business of the company for 
last year was in excess of any previous 
year of the American Ice Company, or of 
the totals of its constituent companies. 
The company now does a large ice business 
in Greater New York, Washington, Balu- 
more, Philadelphia, and Boston. Advances 
have been made for the acquisition of the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company of Chicago, 
but as yet nothing definite has been de- 
cided. During the Winter just passed a 
crop of ice sufficient for one year's busi- 
ness was harvested. The company has now 
under cover between 4,000,000 and 4,500,000 
tons of ice, and is operating thirty artifi- 
cial plants. <A coal business is being devel- 
oped by the company in Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, and New York. 

Mr. Schoonmaker expressed the belief 
that the litigation against the company had 
about spent its force, and that no further 
difficulty from that source need be appre- 
hended.

COURT EMPLOYES VACCINATED. 


Woman Suffering from Smallpox Visits 
Centre Street Building — District 
Attorney Jerome Submits 


to Operation. 

District Attorney Jerome, all of his as- 
sistants, and every employe in the Criminal 
Courts Building were vaccinated yesterday 
by Dr. Leo Tobias and Dr. M. B. Beals of 
the Health Department. 

This action was caused-by the fact that 
Mrs. Foraut, the wife of the prisoner in 
the Tombs who yesterday was discovered to 
be suffering from smallpox, had visited the 
building, when it was apparent that she 
also was a victim of the disease. The 
woman called at the calendar clerk's office 
to obtain a permit to visit her husband in 


the City Prison, not knowing that he had 
been removed to North Brother Island. 

John Carroll, to whom she made the re- 
quest, noticed the signs of smallpox al- 
ready showing upon her face!’ He hurried 
her into the corridor and she escaped from 
the building, but was later found by the 
neal officers and sent to North Brother 
Island. 

Mr. Jerome was at once notified and the 
Health Department was called on the tele- 
phone. In a short time the doctors arrived 
at the Criminal Courts Building, where, 
starting on the top floor, they vaccinated 
ever eee in sight. When Dr. Beals came 
to the office of the District Attorney, he 
asked Mr. Jerome to bare his arm, and the 
public prosecutor obeyed at once. 

Several of the scrub women fled on learn- 
ing of the coming of the doctors, but as to- 
day is their pay day they are almost cer- 
tain to be present, and there will be a doc- 
tor on hand to vaccinate them. Should any 
refuse to submit to the operation they wil 


be discharged. 


Philip T. Dodge, the President, Denies 
Reports of Proposed Merger 
with Other Corporations. 


Following the report from Washington 
that terms for a consolidation of the Mer- 
genthaler Linotype Company and the Lan- 
Ston Monotype Company had been agreed 
upon come denials of this transaction, and 
rumors of consolidation of interests be- 
tween the Mergenthaler and others of the 
dozen companies in the field.

DIPHTHERIA AT BELLEVUE. 


Two Patients Have the Disease in Con- 
junction with Scarlet Fever. 

Two patients in a medical ward in Belle- 
vue were discovered yesterday to be suf- 
fering from a combination of diphtheria 
and scarlet fever. The men, who are Rob- 
ert Platt, a laborer, living at the Wash- 
ington Lodging House, 153 East Twenty- 
third Street, and Edward J. Mumford, a 
nurse in the Mills Training School on East 
Twenty-sixth Street, were examined on 
Monday by Dr. Hubbard, a Board of Health 
Inspector, and their cases diagnosed as not 
contagious or infectious. 

Drs, Hyde and Abbott of Bellevue were 
not satisfied with the appearance of the 
men and asked for another examination. 
Dr. Spencer of the Board of Health exam- 
ined them, pronounced both men to be suf- 
fering from diphtheria and scarlet fever, 
and sent them to the Willard Parker’ Hospi- 
tal. Ward 6, in which the men had first 
been placed, was fumigated and all the 
patients were examined. Three men and 
three women who displayed suspicious 
Symptoms were isolated and will be 
watched. 
= Dr. Spencer then went to the Mills Train- 
ing School across the street, and examined 
the eighty-nine nurses in the building, but 
found no sign of either disease. The dormi- 
tory on the top floor, where Mumford had 
slept, was fumigated and quarantined.

ELEVATED ELECTRIC TRAINS. 


Now Running on Regular Schedule 
Time on Second Avenue Line. 


For the first time all the trains of the 
Second Avenue line were moved by elec- 
tricity yesterday, with the exception of a 
few trains during the rush hours which 
were hauled by locomotives. 

The trains were run on the regular sched- 
ule time of one every four minutes all 
through the day between the hours of 5 
o'clock yesterday morning and 1 o'clock 
this morning. There are now sixteen trains 
in service, and about half a dozen more for 
this line are expected to be delivered dur- 
ing the next two weeks. 

In order to keep these trains moving the 
powerhouse is running on full time, twen- 
ty-four hours a day. 

It is expected that the service on the 
Third Avenue line will be changed to elec- 
tricity within six weeks, or as soon as suf- 
ficient equipment has been received. 

On the west side elevated lines the work 
of erecting the sub-stations is rapidly pro- 
gressing, and the steel frames of the va- 
rious stations are nearly completed. Un- 
less unexpected delays should occur, the 
service on these lines will probably be 
changed to electricity somé time next Fall. 


NEW PIERS AT HOBOKEN. 


To be Occupied by Pacific Mail Com- 
pany—American Line Rumor. 

It was announced in Hoboken yesterday 
that the new piers and basin in course of 
construction by the Hoboken Land and 
Improvement Company at the foot of Fif- 
teenth Street would be occupied when com- 
pleted by the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany. whose vessels now land at the foot 
of Canal Street, Manhattan. 

Two other new piers are to be built by the 
Hoboken Land and Improvement Company 
north of those now being built, and these, 
rumor says, will be gccupied by the Amer- 
ican Line Steamship Company, although the 
officials of the local company refused to 
give any information on the subject. 


The McAuliffe Investigation. 

District Attorney Jerome and: his assist- 
ants still decline to make any statement 
concerning the investigation which be- 
ing made into the circumstances surround- 
ing the death of James McAuliffe, the wit- 
ness at the Glennon trial. Two policemen 
now under indictment are known to have 
been in a Sixth Avenue saloon at the time 
that threats were made against McAuliffe, 
and one of them is said to have declared 
that he would get even with McAuliffe by 
knocking out his brains. It is further said 
that one of these men was in the Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station on the night 
that McAuliffe was arrested and locked up 
there.

Electric Combine in Rhode Island. 

PROVIDENCE, March 11.—The merger of 
the Narragansett Electric Lighting Com- 
pany, the United Traction Company, and 
the Providence Gas Company, is provided 
for by an act presented in the Assembly 
to-day, the new corporation taking the 
name of the Rhode Island Company. The 
paid-in capital is $2,000,000, and the incor- 
porators are H. Martin Brown, J. Edward 
Studley, and S. O. Edwards of Providence. 
The three companies represent a combined 
capital of over $16,000,000, It is said that 
the Widener-Elkins syndicate of Philadel- 
phia is interested in the consolidation, and 
that a wider combination of Southern New 
England companies may be expected in 
time. 


Gold for San Francisco. 
At the Sub-Treasury yesterday $1,250,000 
in gold was deposited for transfer to San 
Francisco. Laidlaw & Co, secured $1,000,- 


000 of this amount, the remainder being 
taken by another firm.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


Annual Report of the Central of 
New Jersey Company. 


Marked Increases in Earnings in All 
Classes of Transportation—Exten- 


sive Improvements Continued. 


The Central Railroad of New Jersey yes- 
terday published its annual report for the 
year ended on Dec. 31 last. The report is 
the most detailed ever published by the 
company. According to the figures given, 
the year was the most prosperous in the 
history of the company. 

The earnings in all classes of transporta- 
tion show marked increases over previous 
years. Especially noteworthy is the in- 
crease in merchandise traffic. The revenue 
from this was $3,416,007.19 in 1897, $4,744,- 
039,07 in 1900, and 5,073,416.53 in 1901. The 
income from investments last year was 
$1,309,376.38, against $658,288 in 1899, and 
$1,236,317.96 in 1900. The total earnings 
last year aggregated $17,189,834, a gain of 
9.38 per cent. 

“The operating expenses were less than 
for the previous year, resulting in a gain 
in net earnings of more than the entire 
increase in gross receipts. The decrease 
in maintenance of equipment charges is 
largely due to closing the shops for a num- 
ber of weeks in the Summer of 1901 on ac- 
count of the machinists’ strike. The 
change in methods of assembling and 
handling freight trains which was inau- 
gurated in the latter part of 1897 has been 
continued and further perfected, and the 
benefit resulting from this change, togeth- 
er with that following the use of the heav- 
ier power and larger cars, the delivery of 
which was commenced in 1899, is shown by 
the very material reduction in the cost of 
conducting transportation for the past year. 
The tons transported one mile have _ in- 
creased from 1,266,113,244 in 1900 to 1,395,- 
516,501 in 1001, or 10.2 per cent., while the 
cost of conducting transportation increased 
but $11,040.10, or only .26 of 1 per cent. 

“Extensive improvements of the property 
were continued. For block signals $128,154 
was spent. Changes of grades and grade 
crossings cost $141,775. On shops and en- 
gine houses $635,639 was spent. Besides, 
there was charged off from the net earn- 
ings $100,000, which is to form the nucleus 
of a reserve fund for insurance, $350,000 for 
a renewal and improvement fund, and $1990,- 
000 for depreciation of locomotives. The 
sum of $1,419,273 was expended for new 
rolling stock and equipment. . 

Some interesting figures are given which 
show what has been accomplished by the 
present management of the company. While 
the ratio of expenses to gross earnings de- 
creased from 56.37 per cent. in 1900 to 51.19 
per cent. in 1901, the ratio of expenses for 
maintenance of way and structures to total 
expenses increased from 16.78 per cent. in 
1900 to 17.40 per cent. in 1901. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the length of haul 
on freight business continued very small 
(each ton of freight having been moved an 
average of only 79.29 miles) for the past 
year, the company reached an average of 


. 470.9 tons of revenue freight per train per 


r mile.

Speaking of the earnings of the system 
so far as the payment of fixed charges is 
concerned, the report says: 

Interest, dividends from investment, and income 
from sources other than operation, amounted to 
2,473,431, or 37.4 per cent. of the amount re- 
quired to pay interest on bonds and rental 
charges, so that only 11.3 per cent. of the gross 
earnings from operations and 34.6 per cent. of 
the net operating income were called upon to 
meet the fixed interest and rental charges of the 
system. The gross earnings per operated mile 
were $6,600. The net operating income was 
$2,154. The amount called upon to meet fixed 
interest and rental charges, after applying other 
income, amounted to $745 per mile. 

The company made liberal expenditures 
with a view of reducing the cost of trans- 
pertation. These expenditures, amounting 
to $2,645,000, were paid for out of the cur- 
rent funds. The report continues: 

The result of these expenditures will be to re- 
duce the cost of transportation. Some benefit 
has already been received, but the full measure 
of resujtant eeenomy should be found in the 
reports of subsequent years. During the current 
year conducting transportation expenses increased 
only $666,481 over last year, or 8.2 per cent., 
while gross earnings increased $4,356,807, or 
13.5 per cent. The average train load of the 
system increased from 252 tons in 1900 to 284 
tons In 1901. 

Concerning the consolidations of various 
roads during the last two years, the report 
has this to say: 

In view of the recent large railroad consolida- 
tions in the territory tributary to the Missouri 
Pacific lines, it was deemed prudent, in order

“A SHOW FOR ROSE LOVERS. 
New Flowers at the American Society's 


Exhibition. 


There was disappointment at the ex- 
hibition .of the American Rose Society in 
the Berkeley Lyceum Building, West Forty- 
fourth Street, yesterday. The chief in- 
terest this vear centred in the rose ‘‘ The 
Helen Gould,” and the teamsters in Bos- 
ton going on strike at an inopportune time 
not a blossom of the flower was to be had 
lor love or money. lt may arrive to-day, 
and it is hoped that it will, but that is a 
matter for conjecture. 

There is great interest in this roze, for 
all the florists in the country are putting 
their heads together and trying to decide 
whether the flower is really a “ Helen 
Gould,” as it’ has been called, or the 
* Balduin,” named in Germany after the 
Bishop of Bavaria. This rose is a German 
flower, it is admitted, and was seen at the 
society’s exhibition in the Eden.Musee a 
significance, however, and the name was 
merely a temporary designation to dis- 
tirguish the flower from others. 

The rose had not been distributed at that 
time, to use a term of the florists, or had 
not been put on the market, and this year, 
couple of years ago under the name of 
the ‘‘Columbia.’’ The exhibition had no 
upon making its début, it had a right to a 
distinctive name if one had not been given 
to it before. That is the question to be de- 
termined now. At all events, it is a beau- 
tiful flower of the color and shape of the 
American Beauty, and even the presence 
of the new “ Alice Roosevelt’”’ rose could 
not make up for its absence. 

Miss Roosevelt’s namesake is a charming 
flower, all the amateur growers declare, 
but professionals are not as enthusiastic. 
It makes a fine-showing at the exhibition, 
masses of the blossoms being placed in the 
centre of the front of the hall, with a back- 
ground of another new flower. Its deep 
pink shows up brilliantly against the 
creamy white of this, the “ Golden Gate.’’ 
The “ Alice Roosevelt’ is a blossom which 


opens quickly, showing its heart and 
stamens, the leaves rolling back in a 
fashion which is distinctly attractive, and 
with its oer shade of pink, which no 
florist will attempt to describe, it is charm- 
ing. The short time it remains in the bud 
- one of the objections the florist makes 
°o 

There is a fine exhibit of American Beau- 
ty roses to be seen, and the $250 challenge 
cup, which the American Rose Society 
gives for the fifty best blossoms, was 
awarded yesterday to A. Farenwald of 
Hillside, near Philadelphia, and the Quaker 
City people were cae There is also 
a wonderfully fine exhibit of bridesmaids 
flowers and quantities of them. The large 
pink blossoms are great favorites. 

A very charming rose, which is exceed- 
ingly popular in California, where it grows 
and blossoms in profusion, covering arches 
and arbors, and running riot in the gar- 
dens, is the ‘'Gold of Ophir,’’ a rose only two 
people in this part of the country have been 
able to grow, Mrs. Anson Phelps Stokes at 
Lenox and Mrs. Theodore Kane Gibbs at 
Newport. Mrs. Stokes had two clusters of 
the blossoms on exhibition. They are odd 
flowers, resembling a tea rose, with some- 
thing of the same fragrance, but with a 
peculiar purple-pink tint in the petals. 

John Crosby Brown exhibited another 
rose which is popular in California, ‘‘ Papa 
Gontier,” a long-budded, large-petaled, 
deep rose-colored rose, bright on the out- 
side and light on the inside of the petals. 
There are quantities of the Crimson Ram- 
bler rosebushes, with their masses of small 
red blossoms. These are all in trim for 
Easter, some trained into balloon shape and 
others in basket form, the buds cut from 
the green over the handles and the blos- 
soms massed in the lower basket part of 
the plant. 

A brand new orchid, a new hybrid Cy- 
pripedium, named after President Roose- 
velt, is exhibited by C. G. Roebling. It is 
the result of a cross between the Boxallili 
atratum and the orchid known as the 
“William McKinley.”

WIFE KILLS HER HUSBAND. 


A Fatal Knife Thrust Mrs. Madaus’s 
Return for a Blow in the Face. 
Infuriated because her husband struck 
her in the face, Mrs. Lizzie Madaus, thirty- 
eight years old, of 4388 East Seventy-fourth 
Street, drove a potato knife into his left

These cabinets are called the “ gentle- 
man's companion.”’ They are little hard- 
wood affairs to be found with the dining 
room furniture in the shops.

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MISCHIEVOUS PEACEMAKERS. 


The false statement that just previous 
to the outbreak of the Spanish war 
President McKINLEY suppressed and 
concealed from Congress dispatches from 
Madrid which might have averted hos- 
tilities has been stamped upon and de- 
stroyed in this country, but in England 
it still possesses vitality enough to do 
some mischief. 

We have no information to the 
character, standing, and importance of 
the persons who constitute the Interna- 
tional Arbitration Association in Lon- 
don. It is a fair-sounding name. The 
members of the association are probably 
well-meaning men. We can tell them, 
however, that they serve ill the cause of 
universal peace. The London News pub- 
lishes a memorandum recently adopted 
and issued by the “ Executive’’’ of the 
International Arbitration Association. 
After quoting the replies of Lord CRAN- 
questions in the House of 
Commons concerning the 
their Governments by the Ambassadors 
at Washington on the day of their meet- 
ing of April 14, 1898, this memorandum 


proceeds: 


Taken together, these different state- 
ments constitute an extraordinary revela- 
tion of the secret history of the period in 
question. It now appears that (1) in the 
opinion of the British Ambassador at 
Washington, the doyen of the foreign repre- 
sentatives, a tried friend of America, and 
the most experienced diplomatist in the 
British service, the Spanish note of April 
, 1898, the real character of which only be- 
came publicly known after the outbreak of 
hostilities, removed the last pretext for 
armed intervention by the United States 
Government, and that the requisite reforms 
in the Spanish colonies could be secured by 
a continuance of pacific negotiations; (2) 
that Lord PauNcEFroTe called a meeting of 
the Ambassadors at the British Embassy 
on April 10, 1898, as a result of which an 
identic note was dispatched to the Great 
Powers, expressing this opinion and pro- 
posing further friendly representations to 
the United States Government; (3) that the 
British Government, in common with the 
German Government, and probably that of 
Russia also, not only refused to make any 
such pacific representations, in default of 
which a bloody and costly conflict that is 
not yet ended broke out, but has concealed 
these facts to this day from the public, 
which was thus left a helpless victim of 
the ‘‘ yellow press”’ and other groups of 
interested war mongers. 

Believing firmly. as we do, in this right 
and duty of friendly mediation as an essen- 
tia] principle of international morality, we 
feel that we are but anticipating the verdict 
of history when we condemn this gross be- 
trayal of the supreme interest of peace 
which is common to all States, when we 
protest against the suppression of impor- 
tant political information, and when we ex- 
press the belief that better relations of the 
two great Anglo-Saxon countries cannot be 
assisted by any such policy as is indicated 
in this unhappy episode. 


This is mostly false and altogether 
foolish. The Spanish note bore date of 
April 10, not April 9 The meeting at 
the British Embassy took place on April 
14, not on April 10. But these errors are

randum, and it is a perfectly inexcusa- 
ble and very glaring offense, lies in its 
reiteration of the false and slanderous 
charge that the United States Govern- 
ment, meaning President McKINLEY, did 
not permit the “real character” of the 
Spanish note of April 10 to become pub- 
licly known until “after the outbreak of 
hostilities.” It is a silly impertinence 
for this International Arbitration Asso- 
ciation to declare that the Spanish note 
**removed the last pretext for armed 
intervention by the United States Gov- 
ernment.” The United States Govern- 
ment was not dealing in pretexts at that 
moment. It had just and most substan- 
tial grounds for its intervention. The 
Spanish Government offered nothing, 
suggested nothing that was not faith- 
fully considered by the President and 
by Congress. The reforms it tardily 
promised did not go to the heart of the 
matter at ally They did not offer relief 
from the wrongs and abuses of which 
we complained on our behalf and on be- 
half of the Cubans. They were necessa- 
rily rejected as inadequate, 

Silliness and impertinence can do us 
no great harm. We are harmed, how- 
ever, when the British public is told that 
our Government suppressed until after 
the outbreak of hostilities the Spanish 
note of April 10. The note itself was 
published in a full summary on April 11, 
and the complete text was given to the 
public press on April 14, long before the 
outbreak of hostilities and several days 
prior to the passage of the joint resolu- 
tion of Congress authorizing a resort to 
armed intervention. Nothing was sup- 
pressed, nothing was concealed which 
could in any conceivable manner have 
contributed to an understanding of “ the 
real character” of the Spanish note. 
Gen. Wooprorp’s dispatch of April 5 be- 
came wholly unimportant when Sefior 
BERNABE'sS note was published in full. 
The greater included the less. Every- 
thing that Spain had to say or to offer 
was put into the Minister's note. The 
American people and the American Con- 
gress had ample time to study its text 
and consider its character. The war fol- 
lowed because Spain made no offers or 
promises that could avert it. 

It is a slander of the dead, it is a cal- 
umny upon this Nation to give currency 
to the altogether mendacious statement 
that President McKINLEY withheld, con-

cealed, or suppressed any information 
which would have made war less proba- 
ble. He was seeking by every means 
honorably open to him to avert war. 


THE CASE AGAINST THE NORTHERN 
SECURITIES. 

It is, of course, unprofitable and im- 
pertinent to speculate as to what may 
be the outcome of the suit against the 
Northern Securities Company under- 
taken by the Department of Justice. But 
we think that almost any layman, read- 
ing the argument of the Government and 
comparing it with the anti-trust law, 
must receive the impression that the case 
a+ stated comes within that law. 

The avowed purpose of that law was 
to punish or prevent monopoly by pro- 
hibiting and punishing the suppression 
of competition in the transportation 
traffic between the States or between 
any State and a foreign, country. The 
claim made by the Government, reduced 
to plain and untechnical language, is 
that two rival corporations, competing 
for traffic between certain States, have 
practically consolidated through the 
transfer of their shares to a third cor- 
poration, which is only nominally a dif- 
ferent owner, and is in reality made up 
of precisely the same parties that con- 
stituted the original rival corporations. 
The Government asserts and undertakes 
te prove that the sale and purchase were 
not made in good faith, but were a blind 
te cover with the form of legitimate ac- 
tion the consolidation of the rival com- 
panies and the suppression of the com- 
petition in which they had previously 
been engaged. The essential element in 
this proposition is the alleged fact that 
the owners of the two roads are still the 
owners of the combined roads in the 
proportion substantially of their hold- 
ings in the respective properties. 

It is, of course, entirely possible that 
the defendants may meet this contention 
successfully. They may be able to prove 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
new corporation is in law a separate and 
independent entity, as to the composi- 
of which it is not competent for 
the court to inquire. Or they may be 
able to convince the court that the anti- 
trust law itself does not come within the 
Constitutional authority of Congress, or 
that its provisions are too vague and 
sweeping to form the basis of legal ac- 
tion, or they may raise some point of a 
technical nature that will compel or en- 
able the court to decline to comply with 
the petition of the Government. On the 
face of the Government's statement, as 
we have said, it is not easy for a layman 
to see how the application of the law is 
to be avoided, unless there can be shown 
to be some sitbstantial Constitutional de- 
fect in it, which is not probable. 

In these circumstances, it is extremely 
desirable that the case may be tried on 
its merits and that a full, definite, and 
clear declaration of the exact meaning 
and scope of the law may be reached. 
We have ourselves no doubt that the law, 
as it reads to the ordinary mind and as 
it was intended by its authors and sup- 
porters in Congress to read, does forbid 
processes of combination and organiza- 
tion which are necessary to the progress 
of the transportation interests and of 
many others. We are persuaded that 
the law cannot stand in its common in- 
terpretation and that the needs of the 
whole will sooner later 
mand its repeal. We think that it yould 
be much better that it should so be re- 
pealed than that its force should be nulli- 
fied by judicial interpretation or its in- 
tended purpose in any way evaded.

THE MAYOR AND THE TUNNEL. 

The action of Mayor Low in the matter 
of legislation reforming the motive power 
used in the Park Avenue tunnel may 
and probably does represent his 
official judgment; but it is a disappoint- 
ment to all for whom the subject has 
immediate interest and gives warrant 
for the belief that he attaches more 
weight to the highly qualified assur- 
ances of the Directors who signed the 
letter sent him a few

The Mayor's substitute for the Wain- 
wright and Apgar bills would seem to 
aim at a result capable of being accom- 
plished in a much simpler manner in 
the amendment of those bills by strik- 
ing out their enacting clauses. If the 
question of time which the change 
from steam to other and less objection- 
able motive power is to be left to the 
State Railroad Commission three years 
hence, it would be quite as well to leave 
it to them now. The action of the 
Legislature along the lines of Mayor 
Low’s suggestion wauld amount to little 
more than an expression of opinion to the 
effect that the New York Central Rail- 
road should change the motive power in 
its tunnel within a little more than three 
years if it shall find the same entirely 
convenient and wholly consistent with 
It may be that the Cen- 
tral management is, as its Directors have 
declared, more eager to make the change 
than the public is to have it made; but, 
like indicted men who clamor for vindica- 
tion, it is noticeable that the Directors 
avail themselves of every possible op- 
portunity for delay which ingenuity can 
suggest or influence command. 

The contrast between Mayor Low’s 
present attitude and that announced by 
him before the receipt of the letter from 
the nine Directors who wrote to him on 
the subject indicates that he is somewhat 
lacking in the courage of his original 
convictions as to what should be re- 
quired of the Central Railroad manage- 
ment and how much should be left to 
its sense of duty to the traveling pub- 
lic. On this point public opinion has 
net changed. Ten years of negligence, 
tolerating conditions which have been in 
a high degree inconsistent with the safe- 
ty of the traveling public and wholly 
destructive of their comfort, establishes 
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a record which does not invite apologetic ; demonstration, from going any further 


discussion, especially when the expression 
of the Directors’ wishes is accompanied 
by an admission that they have even now 
no plan, and very little reason to expect 
that they will ever find one which is 
satisfactory or practicable, though in 
their own good time they expect to make 
a perfunctory compliance with the de- 
mand for the substitution of electricity 
for steam. It is impossible for the aver- 
age man to resist the conviction that the 
management of the New York Central 
Railroad has failed to take the only 
course which would warrant treating it 
with respectful consideration—that of 
showing due diligence on its own initia- 
tive in reforming the evils against which 
the bills now before the Legislature are 
aimed. When it does this in good faith 
and gives evidence that it recognizes its 
obligations as a common carrier enjoy- 
ing public franchises of immense value 
it will experience no trouble in securing 
assent to such reasonable modification 
of mandatory legislation as it may find it 
necessary to ask for.

Ac- 
cording to any scale of warfare known 
among men this is certainly not bush- 
whacking or guerrilla warfare, but “ reg- 
ular operations,” entitled to all the im- 
munities and privileges of war as such. 

The capture of METHUEN seems to give 
new hope for KRUITZINGER. SCHEEPERS 
has already tried, convicted, and 
executed, under charges of which some, 
at least, not of violations of the 
rules of warfare at all, but merely com- 
mission of the crimes invented by Lord 
KITCHENER'S proclamation. What the 
charges are against KRUITZINGER has 
not clearly appeared. He is, to be sure,

“REBELS” IN THE HOUSE OF 


COMMONS. 

It is no wonder that the British should 
have been exasperated by the Irish 
cheers which hailed, in the House 
Commons, a British defeat and the capt- 
ure of a British General almost as much 
as by the fact of the defeat. It seems 
t» be true that there were only one or 
two Irish members who thus expressed 
their sympathies with the enemies of 
the empire which they in part represent 
and that a majority of the Irish mem- 
bers expressed approval of the sympa- 
thetic remarks of Mr. BRopRIcK upon 
Lord MEeETHUEN’s misfortune. But it 
clearly behooved every Irish member who 
disapproved of the cheering of a Boer 
victory to say so. And it does not ap- 
pear that a single one of the National- 
ists disclaimed, for himself or his party, 
sympathy with the expression, which 
thus remains that of the Irish contingent. 

In other words, the Irish members of 
the House are themselves public enemies.

POPULISM COME TO JUDGMENT. 

In deciding the anti-trust law of Llli- 
nois to be invalid the Supreme Court of 
the United States declares that a statute 
which permits farmers to form combina- 
tions to raise the price of agricultural 
products while a combination formed by 
manufacturers to raise or maintain the 
price of their products is made a crime 
conflicts with the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution, which says 
that all persons are entitled to equal 
protection of the laws. This is as fine 
an example of the biter bit as has ever 
been afforded in any adjudication. The 
Iiinois anti-trust law and the laws of 
about a dozen other States have been 
drawn upon Populist lines. They sought 
to give effect to the principles of the 
old Farmers’ Alliance and to provide 
for the agricultural classes a good deal 
more than a fair chance in their strug- 
gles against the oppressions of capital. 

The Illinois act, while forbidding com- 
binations among persons, firms, or cor- 
porations engaged in manufacturing or 
transportation, when the purpose of the 
combination was the restriction of com- 
petition, exempted from the operation of 
the act live stock and agricultural prod- 
ucts in the hands of the raiser or pro- 
ducer. In giving the opinion of the 
court, from which Justice McK&NNA 
alone dissented, Justice HARLAN said: 


lf combinations of capital, skill, or acts, 
in respect of the sale and purchase of 
goods, merchandise, or commodities, where- 
by the persons, firms, corporations, or asso- 
ciations forming such combinations may 
control or establish, in their discretion, 
the prices of such goods, merchandise, or 
commodities, are hurtful to the public in- 
terests and should be suppressed, it is im- 
possible to perceive why like combines in 
respect of agricultural products and live 
stock are not equaily hurtful, Two or more 
engaged in selling dry goods or groceries or 
meats or fuel or clothing or medicines are 
under the statute criminals and subject to 
a fine if they combine their capital, skill, 
or acts for the purpose of establishing, 
controlling, increasing, or reducing prices, 
or of preventing free and unrestrained com- 
petition among themselves or others in the 
sale of their goods or merchandise; but their 
neighbors who happen to be agriculturists 
and live stock raisers may make combines 
of that character in reference to their 
grain or live stock without incurring the 
prescribed penalty. Under what rule of 
permissible classification can such legisla- 
tion be sustained as consistent. with the 
equal protection of the laws? To declare 
that some of the general class engaged in 
domestic trade or commerce shail be 
deemed criminals if they violate certain 
regulations prescribed by the State for the 
purpose of protecting the public against 
illegal combinations, which have for their 
object the destruction of competition and 
the control of prices, and that others of the 
general class, also engaged in such trade or 
commerce, shall not be bound to regard 
those regulations, but may combine their 
capital, skill, or acts to destroy competi- 
tion and to control prices for their benefit 
exclusively, is so manifestly a denial of the 
equal protection of the laws, that extended 
argument to establish that position would 
seem to be unnecessary. 


From this time forth it is the law of 
the United States that the octopus is as 
hideous and forbidden when he builds his 
rough lair in the cornfield of the farmer 
as when he dwells in pampered luxury 


in the palaces of capital. The decision 


of the court does not declare that State 
laws may not be passed prohibiting com- 
binations in restraint of trade—very far 
from it. It says only that if such laws 
are passed they must apply equally to 
all sorts of combinations. Now that it is 
decreed that the agricultural classes may 
not through their representatives exempt 
themselves from the penalties of anti- 
trust laws, it remains to be seen whether 
their eagerness to impose restraints upon 
capitalists and corporations will not un- 
dergo a measurable abatement. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——That long statement in regard to the 
State forests, prepared by the Forestry 
Committee of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation and sent by it 
to Gov. ODELL, expressed, in effect, the 
opinion that neither the Forestry Commis- 
sion nor the Legislature was wise enough 
to be intrusted with any discretionary 
powers as to the treatment of the public 
woods. The document more than hinted, 
too, that honesty as well as wisdom had 
been lacking in the past and might be 
again, and, all things considered, it is not 
at all surprising that the Senate, a very 
few hours after the receipt of this not very 
tactful appeal, passed by a vote of 27 
12 one of the amendments to which objec- 
tion had been made. That action, of 
course, was only the first of several that 
must be taken before the Constitutional 
safeguard which now prevents the doing 
of anything at a!!l with the State's forests 
can be removed, but it indicates that a 
change of policy is almost inevitable, de- 
spite the fear and distrust of the Board of 
Trade. Now, those feelings extend much 
beyond the members of that body, and are 
certainly not without foundation, but the 
fact remains that to let the State forests 
alone is as absurd, though not as destruc- 
tive, as it would be to turn them over to 
the uncovenanted mercies of lumbermen 
and the manufacturers of acid and pulp. 
To confess that we must choose between 
absolute neglect and utter destruction is 
most humiliating not only to members of 
the Legislature and of the Forestry Com- 
mission, but also to the general public, 
who are responsible for the composition 
and character of both. If properly applied, 
the provisions of the Brown amendment 
contain no obvious menace to the woods, 
but promise, on the contrary, to improve 
them—to change them from a wilderness 
to a lesson in the possibilities of intelli- 
gent forestry. The experiment might about 
as well be tried at one time as at another. 
All we will ever have is self-government, 
and we have that now. 


—It is reported that, at the direction of 
Secretary Root, the West Point Faculty is 
engaged in preparing a course in military 
hygiene, with the purpose of adding it to 
the regular curriculum of the cadets. To 
the civilian mind it seems that this ought 
to have been done long ago, and no reasons 
why such a course should not always have 
been regarded as both necessary and impor- 
tant to the professional soldier can be 
imagined, and yet The New York Medical 
Record, in discussing the matter, highly 
commends Col. A. I. Mirus, the present 
Superintendent, and other progressive line 
officers, because they think that the in- 
struction of the cadets in preserving the 
health of troops is desirable, even if it has 
to be secured by cutting down their scien- 
tific and technical training in the distinctly 
military branches. After crediting Col. 
Mitts with the belief that_military effi- 
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ciency depends upon four things—suitable 
armament, proper food, good transporta- 
tion service, and careful sanitary govern- 
ment—The Medical Record says: “ His 
broad-minded attitude is in marked con- 
trast with that of previous Superintendents 
of the Military Academy, who officially 
opposed the repeated recommendations of 
the Board of Visitors that a course of in- 
struction in military hygiene should be es- 
tablished, and his efforts will meet with the 
hearty approval and support of the medical 
profession and of the country at large.’’ It 
adds that unnecessary suffering and mor- 
tality from preventable disease evidence 
bad generalship no less than do poor or- 
ganization and strategy. ‘‘ We are glad,” 
concludes the article, ‘‘ to see that the up- 
to-date line officers in the army are alive 
to the necessity of a proper knowledge of 
hygiene on the part of all those who may 
have command of troops, and that the tra- 
ditions of the past, in respect,to the study 
of this most important subject, are to be 
pushed aside by the progressive adminis- 
tration which is now directing the affairs 
of the Military Academy.’ Hereafter, ap- 
parently, every army officer is to be a doc- 
tor, just as every naval officer must be an 
engineer. 


-——An impatience in which there is no 
small element of pleasurable excitement 
is felt in many quarters to hear what re- 
ply will be made by the *‘ various women's 
organizations of Brooklyn” to the state- 
ment of President’ SwANs8TROM about the 
difficulty he had in getting women to ac- 
cept appointment as members of the local 
Schoo} Boards, He declares that, aithough 
the organizations mentioned were very ac- 
tive in persuading him to make these ap- 
pointments and in supplying him wfth the 
names of women competent to fill the po- 
sition, when he determined to do what was 
so eagerly asked, and announced his in- 
tention to the candidates suggested to him, 
he found that hardly one of them would 
accept the honor—and the incidental work— 
and that, the fight won, apathy and in- 
difference had succeeded to activity and 
interest. This is a very bad showing for 
the Brooklyn women who have been pro- 
testing a desire to take part in public af- 
fairs, and on the face of it the episode, as 
narrated by President SWANSTROM, indicates 
an ambition for privileges rather than 
for duties.

RECOMMENDS DECIMAL SYSTEM. 


70 the Editor of The New York Times: 

Since it is ‘‘ Hard to Change,” it would 
be well to adopt the best system that can 
be devised, and all will admit that a deci- 
mal system is desirable. There are very 
good reasons why the metric system should 
not be adopted by the United States and 
Great Britain, one of which is that the 
metric as a unit of measures is too long 
for engineering and mechanical purposes 

The hundred-meter chain is so long that 
it cannot be used even over level ground, 
and so in countries where the metric 
tem has been adopted the twenty-meter 
chain is used. The tenth of a meter, nearly 
four inches, is also too great mini- 
mum of measurements in earth and rock 
work, and the tenth of that is too small to 
be practical. If a change is to be made it 
has been suggested that the inch be used 
us the unit of measure. For the field work 
of civil engineers the inch would be suita- 
ble for the smaller measurements, and the 
chain would be 1,04) inches, or 83 feet 4 
inches, which would be of a very con- 
venient length for all field work, and could 
readily be adopted by land surveyors. 

In the machine shops all patterns are 
made with the inch as the unit, and the 
change would be a source of loss and an- 
noyance to owners and workmen; the same 
holds true in the lumber business. 

I would say that the best that can be 
done under the circumstances is for this 
country and Great Britain to adopt a deci- 
mal system with the inch as the unit of 
measurement as being the best and easiest 
solution to the yuestion.

LONDON, March 12.—Expressions of 
steadfastness Nave succeeded those of hu- 
miliation which were universally heard on 
the publication of the news of the disaster 
to Lord Methuen’s column. There is little 
disposition to minimize the incident, but 
everywhere are heard and read declara- 
tions of a determination’ to maintain the 
tradition that blows serve to strengthen and 
stiffen British resolution. 

Lord Rosebery struck the popular note 
yesterday in a speech to the Glasgow stu- 
denis. He admitted that the reverse was 
heart-breaking after all the expenditure of 
life, timé, and money, but added: 

**Tt will not dishearten us. We have got 
to see this thing through. We must take 
the blows which fortune deals us with 
equanimity, showing ourselves worthy of 
better fortune.” 

Lord Rosebery expressed the hope that 
more prosperous times were in store, and 
that in the future “ft will be our proud 
memory that when our coun passed 
through the storm we did not fo moment 
flinch, and were not for an instant dis- 
mayed,.”’ 

The War Secretary, Mr. Brodrick, when 
asked in the House of Commons yesterday 
what steps had been taken, in view of the 
success of the Boers against Gen. Methuen, 
to provide Lord Kitchener with reinforce- 
ments, said 6,000 Yeomanry would be im- 


mediately embarked, with large drafts of 
cavalry and infantry. Lord Kitchener 
ane receive all the assistance he asked 
or. 

Reports from the Continent that the de- 
feat of Methuen was followed up by an- 
other fight, also favorable to the Boers, 
occasion some anxiety, owing to the ab- 
sence of news from Gen, Sir Francis Gren- 
fell’'s column of 1,300 men, which left 
Klerksdorp to join Methuen.

The Experiment Unsatisfactory, as Ger- 
man Householders Do Not Know 
How to Burn It. 


BERLIN, March 11.—August 
who imported. several thousand tons of 
Pennsylvania anthracite coal, and who 
placed orders for this product contingent 
upon the opinion of the consumers, says 
the result has been unsatisfactory, not 
6wing to the quality of the coal, but be- 
eause the German householders db not 
know how to burn it, their stoves not havy- 
ing sufficient draught for such hard coal. 

Herr Schulze says that English anthra- 
cite coal can be burned in smaller quanti- 
ties and at a lower draught. The American 
coal makes more ashes, and. consequently, 
requires more shaking, which the Germans 
neglect, thus retarding the coal from burn- 
ing. 

However, Herr Schulze says that despite 
these obstacles Germany must, in the fu- 
ture, depend upon the United States for her 
supply of anthracite, since Great Britain 
searcely produces enough for her own con- 
sumption.

He is accompanied by his partner, Capt.

Col. Gaynor and Capt. Greene spent a 
quiet day at the Chateau Frontenac in this 
eity. They do not appear to be in the least 
Worried as to the outcome of their cases. 
The Provincial Attorney General's depart- 
ment, which has charge of the administra- 
tion of justice in this province, has not re- 
ceived any instructions as to the arrest of 
the accused. 

Notwithstanding the statement made by 
Col. Gaynor to-day that he might return to 
the United States on the 17th, both he and 
Capt. Greene have secured the services of 
distinguighed counsel, who in the past have 
handled some famous fights against ex- 
tradition proceedings in this province.

To his widow, whose address is given as

and said in his will that in 1898 he and his 
wife entered into an agreement which 
bound him and his estate to pay her an an- 
nuity of $2,500 a year for life; but that if 
she desired, she could have a gross sum 
instead of the annuity. These provisions 
were in lieu of dower. 

By the will, which was executed on Jan. 
8. 1901, Mr. Daniell left to his son, George 


‘Daniell, $80,000 and all his books, pictures, 


household furniture, and ornaments in the 
apartments occupied by the testator at the 
time of his death, and all his wearing ap- 
varel, jewelry, and personal ornaments. 

he residuary estate, after the payment of 
a number of legacies to his daughters and 
grandchildren, he divided equally between 
his two sons, John and George J. Daniell. 
To each of his daughters the testator 
leaves $30,000 in trust, the beneficiaries to 
receive the income during their lifetime, 
and the principal to be given to their issue.

By the second 
both the bequests of $5,000 under the will 
and under the first codicil to William Shier 
Daniell are revoked, and an additional leg- 
acy of $5,000 is left to John Francis Dan- 
iell, making his legacy $15,000. By the 
twentieth paragraph of the will the testa- 
tor requests his sons, or one of them, to 
continue the business so long conducted by 
Mr. Daniell. The second codicil to the will 
reduces the $80,000 bequest to George J.

Buik. of Estate Left to Widow and 
Daughter, but Church and Brook- 
lyn Musical Societies Benefit. 


The will of Henry King Sheldon, who died 
on March 2 at his home, 220 Columbia 
Heights, Brooklyn, was filed for probate 
yesterday afternoon in the office the 
Surrogate of Kings County.

of the daughter, or in the event of the 
daughter leaving no children, then the es- 
tate is to be divided into five equal parts 
as follows:

COTTON.—Feverish liquidation and confident 
bear selling were the features of yesterday's cot- 
ton market. The net result was generally lower 
prices with a pessimistic feeling as to the im- 
mediate future of the market. On the opening 
a firm tone was developed with prices up 2 to 5 
points in keeping with surprisingly good Liver- 
peol cables. Liverpool opened 2 points lower, but 
regained practically all the loss before the New 
York market opened. This at once started 
stories that support from this side was the real 
basis of the steadiness abroad, the idea being to 
make a market here upon which to sell, But the 
eables continued to report improving prices, and 
before shorts regained their confidence May had 
been sold up to 8.89 and July to 8.86. A large es- 
timate for to-day's New Orleans receipts, com- 
bined with Southern selling orders and a marked 
reaction in the New Orleans market afforded the 
opportunity the bears had_ been longing for, and 
early in the afternoon May dropped hurriedly 
to 8.72 and July to 8.78. Total sales were esti- 
mated at 250.000 bales. The New York ware- 
house stock gained another 4.000 bales, now be- 
ing 120,000 bales, of which 100,000 bales is certi- 
ficated. Conservative estimates point to a total 
warehouse stock in New York by May 1 of about 
200,000 bales. Spot cotton closed dull witn 
quotations unchanged, on the basis of 4c for 
middling upland and %%%c for middling Gulf. 
Sales, 1,815 bales. Southern spot markets were 
telegraphed as follows: New Orleans quiet, un- 
changed, at 8%c; Mobile steady, 1-16c lower, at 
Sc; Savannah _ steady. unchanged, at Stgc;

Brown, was wether the defendant had vio- 
lated a covenant in 1873 not to erect tene- 
ment houses on his premises. Mr. Brown 
has erected three modern apartment 
houses, each seven stories in height and 
pach containing two apartments on a floor. 
Each suite has a parlor, dinfng room, li- 
brary, kitchen, five bedrooms, and serv- 
ants’ quarters. The buildings have every 
modern convenience. Justice Truax yes- 
terday found against the plaintiff's con- 
tention that the buildings are tenement 
ouses, and within the definition of the 
act of 1867, where such houses are “ taken 
to mean and include every house, building, 
or portion thereof which is rented, leased, 
Jet, or hired out to be occupied as the home 
or residence of ‘more 
living independently of another and doing 
their cooking upon the premises, or by 
more than two families upon a floor so liv- 
ing and cooking, but having a common 
right to the halls,” &c. Justice Truax 
Says the words ‘“‘tenement house’ as used in 
the covenant, are to be construed according 
to their plain, ordinary, and popular sense, 
and not according to the definition given in 
the act of 1867. ‘‘ A tenement house, then,” 
(in 1873,) continues Justice Truax, “as 
well as now, had a well-defined meaning. 
‘When one says to-day that a person lives 
in a tenement house, he does not mean 
that such person lives in a house like the 
Nevada flats, and yet those flats are occu- 
pied by more than three families living in- 
dependently of one another and doing their 
cooking upon the premises.”’

PROPER DELIVERY OF Goops.—Justice 
Bcott yesterday, in the suit of Morris White 
and another against the owners of the 
United States Rubber Reclaiming Works, 
fave a decision as to what is a legal de- 
livery by a common carrier of goods. The 
contract between the parties was that the 
plaintiffs would deliver the goods to the 
defendants here in New York. Justice Scott 
says: “ The carrier's duty to deliver was 
not performed by merely landing the goods 
on a dock. It was his duty to notify the 


consignee of the arrival of the goods, and 
to allow him a reasonable time to remove 
them, taking proper precautions in the 
mesvntime for their safe keeping. A carrier 
by water has not fulffiled the duty of de- 
livery by merely unloading the goods and 
giving notice to the consignee, especially 
when the place of deposit is an open, un- 
guarded bulkhead, and the notice of arrival 
misstates the place. He is bound not only 
to keep the goods safely for a reasonable 
time, to permit the consignee to remove 
them, but if the consignee for any reason 
dees not come for them, it is the duty of 
t carrier to place the goods in a ware- 
house or other place of safety. In the pres- 
ent case the carrier wholly failed to fulfill 
his duty in this respect, if, indeed, he ever 
landed the goods. He notified the consignee 
that the goods, if not called for, would be 
stored, and then, upon his own showing, 
sailed away, leaving them upon an open 
bulkhead, without even employing a watch- 
man to pretect them. The consignee, on 
the other hand, used all proper diligence to 


get the goods.’

Building Bureau Forcing Their Adop- 
tion in Theatres, Hotels, and 
Factories. 

Since the fire in the Park Avenue Hotel 
Inspectors of the Bureau of Buildings have 
visited nearly all the hotels in the city. In 
their reports they stated that some of 
the hotels were without the requisite fire- 
escapes on certain parts of the building, 
and that inadequate precautions in this 
respect were lacking in others. Notice was 
sent to these hotels, and in every case the 
officials say an answer was received prom- 
ising the earliest possible compliance 
with the department's demands. For this 
reason the Bureau of Buildings would not 
make public the names of the hotels in 

question. 

Other buildings, such as theatres, fac- 
tories, and those harboring a large number 
of persons, also have teen visited. In some 
of the large buildings it was found that the 
staircases were not of the required width. 
Some of the theatres were without proper 
exits, and others had not a sufficient num- 
ber of them. 

A number of Inspectors of the bureau 
will go to Boston soon to inspect a new 
fire escape of which the bureau has a min- 
iature design. It is a cylindrical’ tower 
entirely of steel and absolutely fire-proof. 
In the interior is a spiral slide of polished 
steel. Many of these escapes, it is said, 
are in use in Chicago.
